Julius Scaliger, mentioning | this 
Plant, “ fays the Fruit grows till the Graſs fails 
it, and that it dies not but for want of N 
ment. He adds that no Beaſt will feed 


him. 

As to other Fruits, M. Cornelius Le B 
in one Part of his Travels, ſpeaks of a ki 
Gooſeberry, with which the Woods about 
cow are full, it is called Coſtenit/a, and is of a 
very pleaſant acid Taſte, they are eaten with 
Honey, or Sugar like Strawberries z there is 
alſo another Sort of them, called Bruſnitſa, lar- 
ger than the other, great Quantities of which 
are carried every Year 'to Moſcow, where the 
Ruſſians put them into Tubs and Caſks of Wa- 
ter, all the Summer, and then draw a or 
from them, which is very refreſhing and plea- 
ſant, eſpecially when ſweetened with Honey and 
Sugar. The, ſame Author, in another Place, 
ſpeaks of an extraordinary Sort of Turni 
various Colours, and ſurprizing Beauty, 
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he found among the Samo eds, ſome were of a 
purple Colour, ſome grey and white, and ſome 
yellowiſh ſtriked with a red like Vermillion, 
and more pleaſant to the Sight than a Carnation. 

The Country in general abounds with Foreſts, | 
Marſhes, Lakes, Pools, and Deſarts; but theſe | 
afford t Plenty of Wild-Fowl, Fiſh, and 
Furs of Wild Beaſts for Cloathing. There is, 
in this Country, a moſt prodigious Plenty of 
Wild Game, and the Ruſſians have particular- 
ly one Sort of Hares, in great Numbers, which 
have ſomething very wonderful in their Nature, 
and that is, that every Winter they turn as 
white as the Snow on the Ground, and in- the 
Spring become of the ſame Colour with our 

ares in England, Near Petzora, a Province 
in the Northern Part of Mu/covy, they take a 
Fiſh, called 2or/a, with the Teeth of which 
they make Handles of Knives and Cymeters. 

Some of the Lakes in this Country, which are 

chiefly occaſioned by the melted Snows, are 

above Fifty Leagues long; thoſe of Ladoga 

and Onega, near Finland, are two of the largeſt 

in Europe. The numerous Swarms of Gnats 

and Flies, produced by the intenſe Heat of the 

Sun on chele Pools and ſtanding Waters, make 

the Summer Seaſon, in Muſcovy, almoſt as 

troubleſome to Travellers as the Winter. The 

chief Towns in this vaſt Empire are, Moſcow,

City of Moſcow was founded in the Year 1334, 
and once conſiſted of 46,000 Houſes, but was 


taken, and almoſt burnt down by the Tartars 
in 1572 3 the Polander; took it alſo in 1611, 
it was again burnt in 1668, and ſuffered greatly 
by Fire in 1699, 1701 and 17507, But it 
loſt the moſt Inhabitants by the great Numbers

new City of Peter/bourg when he built it. As 
the City now ſtands, from the vaſt Number of 
Churches, with Cupola's, Steeples, and Croſſes 
git and variouſly painted at Top, and the 
Houſes, every Perſon of Diſt inction 

having a Garden and Court-Yard belonging to 
his Houſe, altho' in the Heart of the Town, it 
has the Appearance, at a Diftance, of one of 
the fineſt and moſt beautiful Cities in the World, 
but does by no Means anſwer the Traveller's 
jon when he comes within it, the Hou- 

ſes being for the moſt Part very meanly built of 
Wood ; the Boyars (by which Name the Mu/- 
covite Noblemen are called) and a few Perſons 
of Condition, have indeed ſome handſome 
Houſes of Stone ; but the Streets, inſtead of 
Stone Pavement, are laid with Fir Timber, 
and the Walls and Fences between the Streets 
and Houſes are likewiſe of Wood. Theſe 
wooden Houſes are moveable and fold ready 
made ; and indeed, from the many Fires that 
happen among them, often owing to their great 
Drunkenneſs, the reigning Vice of the Muſco- 
vites, and their Negligence in putting out the 
many lighted Tapers, which they ſtick about 


among the Pictures of the Saints in their Cham ; pires 


bers, not only here, but in every other Town 
in Ruſſia, they have too frequent Occaſions to 
go to Market. A certain French Author, in 


his Account of Mu/covy, ſays, that when he 


was at Moſcow, in the Year 1688, there were 
three thouſand Houſes burnt, but they were, in 
his Opinion, little better than the Hog: ſties in 
France.

There are at leaſt 1500; Churches and Mo- 
naſteries in and about Moſcow, above forty of 
which are within the Wall that encompaſſes the 
two Imperial Palaces; for there are two, one 
of Stone for the Summer, and one of Wood 
for Winter ; beſides the Palace which was — 
merly the Reſidence of the Patriarch, befe

It is reported to Bell of N 
be the biggeſt in the World, weighing 336, ooo 
Pounds, is 19 Feet high, 23 in Diameter, 64 
in Circumference, and two in Thickneſs, It 
could not be raiſed by leſs than an hundred 
Men, and that uſed to be only on extraordi- 
nary Occaſions, as when theCzars, in old Times, 
thought fit to ſhew themſelves to their Peo- 
ple, - whoſe Ignorance made them imagine, that 
the Preſence alone of their Sovereign cauſed 
that Agitation they felt in their Bodies, which 
was the mere Effect of the Motion the Air was 
= into by this Bell. It is no uncommon 

king in Hiſtory, to meet with Princes whoſe 
vain-glorious Pride hath carryed them into the 
extravagant Folly of Endeavouring to paſs upon 
their Subjects for ſomething more than Men; 
nay, even ſome who have been a Diſgrace to the 
human: Species: Nor indeed have many of the 
Tyrants of the North done Honour to it, till 
the Time of Pr TER the Great. This Bell uſed 
alſo to be ſtruck upon formerly when the Czar 
went to Bed to the Great-Dutcheſi, to warn the 
People to pray for the Conception of a Prince, 
for they made but little Account of a Daughter.

Alexis Michaelowitz left, at his Death, A 
1676, two Sons, Theodore and Jobn, and four 
Daughters, viz. Sophia, before-mentioned, Ca- 
tharine, Mary and Sediaſſa, by his firſt Wife; 
and one Son and one Daughter, viz. Peter and 
Natalia'Alexowna, by a ſecond Venter. T- 
odore, his eldeſt Son, ſucceeded him; but he 
being of a very weak Conſtitution, and ſoon 
falling into great Diſorders in his Body, every 
one believed his Reign and his Life would have 
but a ſhort Period. The Princeſs. Sophia, 
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Houſe to' paſs their Lives unmarried in ſuch 


Confinement. To obtain her Ends, ſhe pre- 
tended a more than ordinary Affection for her 
Brother, and complained vehemently of her 
Unhappineſs, in being reſtrained from viſiting 
a Perſon whom the loved fo tenderly, and of 
not having the Liberty to attend him in Az 
Sickneſs : When he was in the Fits of His 
Diſtemper, ſhe ſent every Moment to enquire 
how he did; and let no Occaſion ſlip of teſti- 
fying her Love for him, and the great Grief 
ſhe File in being obliged to be abſent from him. 

By theſe Methods, at length, * pre- 
— the Way for what ſhe deſigned, ſhe left 

Convent under Pretence of ferving her Bro- 
ther, and adminiſtring to him in his Sickneſs, 
which ſhe did conſtantly with great Aſſiduity, 
and ſeeming Tenderneſs, ſuffering no one to come 
near him, or give him any Medicines but her- 
ſelf ; for ſhe wiſely conſidered the more ſhe 
did for him, the more ſhe ſhould gain the Eſ- 
teem not only of the Czar himſelf, but of every 
Body abour him.

with 4000 Horſe, to defend his Territories, 
On the 16th the Army decamp'd, and moved 
to Zelona Dolina, a League from Thorna ; hi- 
ther came the Cham, to meet the Muſcovites, 
with all his Forces, which amounted to thirty 
or forty thouſand Horſe, marching in ſeveral 
little Diviſions, and having inſenſibly ſurround- 
ed the Ryſhans, they were obliged to halt. 
The two Armies gazed upon one another for 
ſome Time- without attempting any Thing, 
tho? certainly the Muſcovites ought to have be- 
gan the Fight, but they were glad to keep 
themſelves out of Harm, fenced in with ſtrong 


Palliſadoes, which they had brought Ko 
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W The Foot and Artillery defended 
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ſo ſtrenuouſly, that the Tartars, WWW 


could not break into it, The Horſe were not 
entrenched, which invited three or four Detach- 
ments of Tartars, of 1000 Horſe each, to 
charge them: They were no ſooner attacked 
but they fell into Diſorder ; however they made 
their Baggage ſerviceable to them, for from 
thence the Cannon and ſmall Shot galled the 
Tartars, and laid three or four hundred of 
them upon the Ground, and with them ſeveral 
Muſcovites, On the other Side Sultan Naradin, 
with his Troops, charged the Caſſacts of Sont 
and Akrerko, who were commanded by Eni - 
lian, the Dominidiak, or Ruſſian Secretary of 
State z, this. Gentleman knew very litttle pr Fo 
Art of War, and was fo frightened, that he 
could not ſtand before the Tartars, who break- 
ing in among the Baggage, and killing the 
Horſes, prevented the Muſcovites from drawing 
off their Waggons; they pierced in as far as 
the Center of thoſe Waggons, and carried off 
twenty Pieces of Cannon, which they found 
mounted upon Carriages, and Horſes harneſſed 
to them. In ſhort, if the Boyar Kouka had 
not advanced with his Troops, the Coſſacts had 
been entirely cut off.

The Prince, liking the Motion, cauſed a 
Letter to be wrote, in the Name of this Mu/- 
covite to the Precopian Nogay, to this Purpoſe: 
I have related to the General, Prince Galliczin, 
what paſſed between us ; he is content to come to 
an Accommodation; it lies upon you to get ſome 
Perſon to be ſent to him with the Cham's Pro- 
peſals. This Letter, being delivered to the 
firſt Tartar that appeared, was carried to the 
Cham, who having read it, ſent to aſk Prince 
Galliczin if it was wrote by his Order, and 
being anſwered that it was ; he ſent a principal 
Peron, Sailech Murza, and the Muſtovites 
ſent a Boyar, named Eſmeyan, in exchange 
for Hoſtages.

Among other Things a Trunk 
was diſcovered buried in a Vault, wherein were 
no leſs than a hundred thouſand Ducats, which 
were ſuppoſed to be. the Spoils of the depoſed 
Hettman Juan Samuzkerrick, whoſe Misfortunes 
we have before related. Beſides theſe there 
were four hundred Veſſels of Silver, weighing 
forty Pounds each, and other Moveables of 
great Value, The Ladies of the Prince and 
his Son were baniſhed with them, but were 
allowed to take with them no more than thirty 


Raubles among, them all. Thekelavitau had 


his Head cut off the next Day ; two Strelitzes 
who were to have been Aſſaſſins, ſuffered the 
ſame Puniſhment.

upon by Naraskin, to believe that his Favou- 
rite muſt needs have been concerned in ſome 
of the Enterprizes of his Couſin the Great 
Galliczin, as might be judged from his zealous 
Endeavours to prevent his Execution; but the 
Czar Peter, at firſt, ſeemed very unwilling to 
ſuſpe& a Perſon, who had no leſs than ous 
Times ſaved his Life: However Naraſtin, 
at length accompanied by his Daughter and 
Sons, with Tears in their Eyes, declared to 
Peter, that if he did not remove this Favourite, 
he might as well recall the Great Galliczin 
from Exile: He yielded to them at laſt, and 
rage x to confine his Favourite to live upon 
is own Lands; but Galliczin, being adver- 
tized of the Matter, withdrew thither, before 
any ſuch Orders were ſent him. 

As ſoon as the Czar heard of it, he ſent 
Courier after Courier to him, to know the 
Cauſe of his Retirement: To whom he only 
anſwered, that fince his paſt Conduct could 
not convince his Majeſty of his Fidelity, he 
deſired no more than to be allowed to live 
there without ever coming to Court. . The 
Czar was ſo ſenſibly touched with os. , 
that 
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that he ſent two Boyars to viſit him, and a 
few Days after, being impatient to ſee him, 
ſent two others to gelte him to return, which 
he did accordingly, and was very much careſ- 
ſed by the Czar. This Turn ſo much alarm- 
ed the Naraſtins, and their Party, that they 
endeavoured by all Means to be reconciled 


to him. For ſome Time he made as great 


a Figure at Court again as ever, conferring 
Favours on all his Friends. He ſo far fol- 
lowed the Maxims of his Couſin the great 
Galliczin, that he cauſed many Grandees to be 
diſgraced, and gave their Places to his own 
Creatures; but then they were not ſuch as 
the other preferred, Men of Worth and Abi- 
lities z but Drunkards and Debauchees like 
himſelf, The Naraſtins were ſtill ſecretly 
contriving how to undermine him, and at 
length ſo far prevailed as to bring the Czar 
into an Opinion, that if he was truſted with 
ſo much Power as the Place of the late Gal- 
liczin, which was deſigned for him, would 
give him, he might attempt to releaſe the 
Princeſs Sophia, and therefore it was beſtowed 
on Naraſtin, his Mother's Father. This 
Place had been kept in Commiſſion ever ſince 
the Baniſhment of Prince Baſil Baſilerwick 
Galliczin, and being thus diſpoſed of at a 
Time when it was leaſt expected, determin- 
ed all Sorts of People to follow the Party of 
the Naraskins, who were ſoon put into Places 
of the greateſt Truſt, among the reſt, old 
Naraskin's eldeſt fon was made Great Cham- 
berlain, and young Galliczin turned out of 
that Place, which ſo much incenſed him, 
that he could not forbear expreſſing his

All theſe 
Things were ſet at nought by the Nara/- 
kins, who again forbad all Foreigners to come 
into Miuſcovy, and were again reducing all 
things a Pace to their antient State of pro- 
found Ignorance, and brutiſh Tyranny; but 
a new Favourite, the young Czar Peter, ſoon 
after, made choice of, one Le Fort, began to 
make Arts and Sciences revive in Muſcovy ;

part with him : The Ambaſſador reply'd, 
that the Exchange was too advantageous to 
Le Fort, that he wiſhed him too well, and had 
too great a Regard to the Commands of his 
Majeſty, not to conſent to it. 

Le Fort, by the Czar's Order, went to him 
the next Day, was made his firſt Interpreter, 
and ſoon became ſo great a Favourite, that he 


was carried with him wherever he went. The 


Czar took Pleaſure in talking to him about 
the Courts he had ſeen, as Savoy, France, 
and Denmark: And diſcourſing one Day, 
among other foreign Affairs, of the King of 
Denmark's Guards, he aſked him what he 
thought of his? which were the Strelitges at 
that Time; and bad him ſpeak his Mind 
freely. He anſwered, that he thought the 
ſame of them as of all his. Soldiers, that they 
were fine well made Men, who wanted only 
to be well diſciplined and properly cloathed ; 
that the long Coats they wore were not at all 
becoming to Soldiers, but muſt needs be in- 
convenient and troubleſome. The Czar ex- 
preſſing a Deſire to ſee ſome that were more 
commodious, Le Fort, without looſing any

Two Days af- 
ter that, he appeared in the other Suit, with 
both which the Czar was ſo well pleaſed, 
that he ordered the ſame Cloathing for a 
whole Company, who ſhould be diſciplined, 
he faid, after the Manner which Le Fort 
had mentioned of other Courts. 

M. Le For! ſent to all the Merchants of dif- 
ferent Nations ſettled at Moſcow, and went to 
ſome himſelf, for all Things neceſſary to cloath 
this Company ; taking all the Taylors he 
could find at the Ambaſſadors Houſes, and 
thoſe who ſerved the Merchants, he deſired 
an Order from the Czar to have Meaſure ta- 
ken of thoſe among the Strelitges who were of 
the beſt Shape and Stature. He then gathered 
a Number of Officers and other Strangers to- 
— who had ſome Krowledge in the Mi- 

itary Exerciſe, and were willing to enter into 
the Czar's Service, or were already engaged 
in it 3 and had them cloathed according to the 
Poſts that were given them: At length he 
compleated and cloathed a Company of fifty 
Men, and, putting himſelf at their Head, 
marched, with Drums beating, before the Pa- 
lace Gate, a little before the Time that the 
Guard of $trelitzes uſed to meet there. TheCzar, 
coming to the Window, was much ſurprized, 
but highly pleaſed with the Spectacle: Le 
Fort gave them here their firſt Leſſon of Mi-

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it began, and when it was over, he ſaid, he 1690 
would enter into the Company and learn the 
Exerciſe himſelf, whereupon he ordered a Suit 
of Cloaths to be made for him, as a common 
Centinel.

M. Le Fort having thus put it in the Power 
of the Czar to encourage Foreigners, and they 
finding it worth while to leave their own 
Countries, there ſoon appeared in Ruſſa an 
infinite Number of all Nations, eſpecially 
Germans, Scots, and French, not has = Offi- 
cers, and experienced Soldiers for his Army, 
but Men ſkilful and expert in every Profeſ- 
ſion. He was the firſt who built a Stately 
Palace of cut Stone in Moſcow; which 


raiſed an Emulation * 
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1690 the like for the Embelliſhment of that City, 
WY at that Time the Capital of the Empire. 
This great and good Man, the worthy Fa- 
| vourite of the Czar, was beloved by all who 
| knew him; he was generous and diſintereſted to 
| that Degree, that he never accepted of any the 
leaſt Preſent, from thoſe he put into Employ- 
ments, but yet, by his Merit, his Services, and 
other juſtifiable and honourable Means, acquir- 
ed immenſe Riches, which he poſſeſſed os 
Envy from the Ruſſians, who looked upon 
him as their Father. He ſaved the Lives of 
an infinite Number of Boyars and other rich 
Perſons, to whom the Czar would have given 
the Knout, or beheaded with his own Hands: 
When he was going to do this, many times 
on trifling Occaſions, M. Le Fort would pre- 
ſent his own Head or Shoulders to him, 
bidding him cut or ftrike there, but ſpare 
the innocent Perſon, The Czar, being made 
ſenſible of his Barbarity, by ſuch generous 
Acts, would take him in his Arms, and 
kiſs him, and ſometimes the trembling Vic- 
tim, whom he was the Minute before ready 
| to ſacrifice to his wild Paſſion, M. Le Fort, 
| in all Things ſtudied the Intereſt of his Ma- 
ſter, and his Subjects, and, to take away all 
| Jealouſy from the Ruſſians againſt the Fo- 
| reigners he had introduced into their Coun- 
| try, he would recommend ſuch of the Na- 
tives to the Czar, for Preferment, whom he 
himſelf, or ſome of thoſe Foreigners, had ta- 
ken Pains to qualify for the moſt profitable 
Employments.

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was, the Care he took to malte Menzicoff fit 1690 
for the great Poſts he afterwards cryoyed, ht ind 
who was juſt then taken into Favour, from 
the Dregs of the People; but Peter the Great 
and the generous Le Fort, were able to di- 
ſtinguiſn Merit, were few other Men ever 
look for it. 
Alexander Menzicoff, when the Czar Peter The Riſe of 
firſt took Notice of him, had no higher an Prince Men- 
Employment than finging Ballads, and cry- #2 
ing a Sort of Puffs and Cakes, made of minc- 
ed Meat, and called in the Ruſſian Lan- 
guage, Piragi Podovi, about the Streets of 
Moſcow, but, from this low Degree, and 
from one of the pooreſt, in Time, he be- 
came one of the richeſt Subjects that ever 
was in Ru//ia, obtained the Title of a Prince, 
and built Palaces more magnificent than thoſe 
of the Czar himſelf. As to his Birth, Monſ, 
de la Motraye tells us, that ſome Perſons, 
ho pretended to be well informed of it, 
„ aſſured him, that his Parents were Vaſſals 
* of the Monaſtery of Coſmopoli, on the 
„ weſtern Banks of the River Wolea. As 
* their Condition was very miſerable, they 
could give him no better Education than 
© their own, and he could neither write nor 
* read any more than themſelves z bur, be- 
“ ing arrived at the Age of 13 or 14, he 
„ Jett them without ſaying any thing to 
„ them, to ſeek a Service at Moſcow, and 
| * was taken into that of a Paſtry-Cook. 
| It happened one Day, as this fortunate 
Lad was crying his Paſtry about the Streets, 
that the Czar hearing, and being diverted 
| with one of his Songs, ſent for him, and 
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aſked him it he would ſell his Pies, and his 
Baſket, and how much he would have for 
them? The Boy immediately reply'd, that 
he had Power to fell his Pies, but for his 
Baſket, he muſt aſk his Maſter's Leave be- 
fore he could diſpoſe of it to any Body elſe; 
but, as every thing belonged to his Majeſty, 
he needed only to lay his Commands upon 
him. This Reply pleaſed the Czar ſo much 
that he immediately ordered him to come 
to Court, and ſaid, he would make his For- 
rune. 

He had at firſt a mean Employment given 
him, but the Czar frequently ſeeing him, 
and talking to him, was ſo much pleaſed 


with his Wit, that he thought fit to place 


him about his Perſon, and made him Groom 
of his Bedchamber, from whence he roſe to 
that high Pitch of honour we ſhall find him 
hereafter, He was very handſome in his 
Perſon, tall and well ſhaped; at his firſt 
coming into the Czar's Service, he liſted 
himſelf into M. Le Forts Company of Sol- 
diers, and was inſtructed, by that General 
with Knowledge and Skill enough to command 
Armies, which he afterwards undertook with 
the greateſt Succeſs, and became one of the 

braveſt and moſt victorious Generals in the 
Czar's Service. ; 
I have before taken Notice, that in the 
Expedition to the Crim, the Troops of Sibe-

I think it may not be improper, in this 
Place, to give ſome Deſcription of Siberia, 

a Country ſo frequently mentioned in this 
Work. 

The Country of Siberia, with the Provin- A Deſcrip- 
ces belonging to it, is reckoned one eighth don of Siberia, 
Part of the Ruſſian Dominions, extending 
towards * * * as the River 
Argun, which is within a few Days Journey 
of No famous Wall of China. 15 

This Country was conquered, about 150 How firſt 
Years ſince, in the Reign of Jobn Bazilowitz, conquered. 
the Tyrant, by the Means of a certain Py- 
rate, named Feremak Timofeiewitz, who hav- 
ing much harraſſed, and done great Damage 
to the Czar's Subjects, and then hearing the 
Troops of that Prince were coming againſt 
him, haſtened back again, and implored the 
Protection of one Stroginof, a very rich Ruſs 
Merchant, who had a great Number of flat 
bottom'd Veſſels, ſome of them carrying a 
thouſand Ton, which he conſtantly employed 
on the River Wolga, for the Tranſportation 
of his Merchandize, and not only maintained 

Factors at all the great Towns on that River, 
but at ſeveral Places on the eaſtern Rivers, 
which fall into it, and thereby extended his 
Commerce to the People bordering on the 
River Oby, exchanging his Goods for the 
rich Furs of Siberia. This Merchant, on the 
Pyrate's promiſe of 2 all the Country 
to the Power of the Czar, ſupply'd him with 
Veſſels, and what he wanted for the Expedi- 

tion, and likewiſe promiſed to procure his 
| Pardon. 
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Pardon. With- this Encouragement he and 
his Companions embarked, and went up the 
River Serebrenkoi, poſſeſſed himſelf of a 
ſtrong Fortreſs, ſlew all he met, and then re- 
turned to the Capital of Siberia, there killed 
the King, and brought his Sons away. Pri- 
ſoners to Moſcow, where, not many Years ſince, 
remained a Deſcendent of the Family, who 
had the Title of the Siberſty Czarowntz ; he 
was allowed a ſmall Eſtate, and lived well 
eſteemed by the Czar and the Kuſſian No- 
bility. 

The Pyrate, after this Succeſs, going down 
the River Irtis, was attacked in the Night 
by a Party of Tartars : In the Skirmiſh he 
loſt the beſt Part of his People, and endea- 
vouring to ſave himſelf, by jumping out of 
one Veſſel into another was drowned, Stro- 
ginof had ſent to Court in the mean Time, 
and obtained his Pardon; he likewiſe ' ſent 
Troops to fortify the Places he had taken. 
Thus it was that this Country fell under the 
Dominion of the Muſcovites, which, before 
—_— a Wing! rang 2 call Siberia, a 
Word ſignifying in the Sclavonian Language, 
a Prifons becauſe hither are hog 
Criminals condemned, ſome to perpetual Ba- 
niſhment, and ſome for a Term of Years, 
and are obliged to ſhoot for their Livings or 
ſtarve; they are to bring in a certain Quan- 
tity of Furs Weekly, or elſe are ſeverely pu- 
niſhed by Men ſent thither on Purpoſe to 
overſee them. They are forced ſometimes to 
lie all Night in the open Fields in the midſt 
of Winter, to perform this Taſk, but have 
then good Fires about them; they muſt take 

| particular 
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oles in them, nor let them be ſtained wit 


Blood, but are beaten if any ſuch Faults is 
committed, which makes them very dex- 
trous in Shooting them with a ſingle Ball in 
the Head. | 

The great Number of Swedes ſent hither 
after the famous Battle of Pultova, exercil- 
ing various Kinds of Trades, and ſome ſet- 
ting up little Schools, has rendered the Coun- 
try ſomewhat leſs Savage than formerly. 

The River Oby runs _ thro* the Province, 
which is well ſtored with Sturgeon and Bellu- 

3 the laſt is a Fiſh twelve or fifteen Feet 
long, large, and reſembles a Sturgeon, the 
Meat is whiter than Veal, and as delicious 
as Marrow; but indeed the Wolga is beſt 
ſtored both with this Fiſh and Sturgeon of 
any River in the North. One Thing is re- 
lated of this Fiſh very remarkable, which is, 
that when the Floods come down from the 
Mountains, by the melting of the Snows, 
and the Streams grow very rapid, they will 
ſwallow very large Stones to make them the 
heavier, and better able to ſtem the Torrent, 
and throw them up again when the Waters 
abate, and the Current is not ſo ſtrong. It 
is of the ſoft Roes of the Belluga, and the 
Sturgeon together, that the People of Aftra- 
can make Caviere; they put the Roes in a heap 
of Salt, and when they have fermented a lit- 
tle, ſqueeze them, and barrel them up. 

In this Part of the Czar's Dominions are 
ſeveral Iron Works, and the Iron brought 
from thence is thought better, and ſells for a 
larger Price, than any other Iron in all MA 
covy.

This 
Province brings a conſiderable Revenue in 
the Czar's — and likewiſe not only 
maintains the Garriſons in the Country, but 
ſends conſtant Recruits to the Army of Sol- 
diers, looked upon as good as any Troops in 
Muſcovy : Beſides theſe Advantages, it is 17 
the Way of this Country that the Ruſſians 
carry'd on a beneficial Trade to China, a 
conſiderable Caravan of Merchants going thi- 
ther every Year, who barter'd chiefly the Ri 
Furs of Siberia, ſuch as black Fox, Sable, 
Tiger and Ermin, and ſome ſmall | 
imported at Arch- Angel, for Tea, fine wove 
Silks, and a Sort of Linnen mixt with Cot- 
ton, which is much worn by the Ruſian Wo- 
men. | 
The eaſtern Tartars, who own the Pro- 
tection of the Emperor of China, had for 
ſome Time carried on a War with the Czar's 
Subjects of Siberia, who had built a Fort on 
the River Amur ; but this was relinquiſhed 
to the Chineſe this Year 1691, the Bounds 
between each Country ſettled to be at the Head 
of the River Argun, and a Peace concluded 
by the Negotiation of Count Gollowin, ſent 
by the Czars into China for that Purpoſe. 
Having thus made Peace with a foreign 
Power, he was not yet without ſome Trou- 
bles at home, but was too much a Maſter 
of himſelf, and every Body about him, to ſuf- 
fer a Grievance to ſtick to him which could 
be removed; in ſhort, having ſome Suſpi- 
, ; : Cion, 
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cion, as was pretended, of Diſloyalty in his 1697. 
Wife, he er away, and had her ſtrictly x 
confined all the Reſt of her Days. 

The real Cauſe of this hard Treatment, was 
reported by ſome to be owing to ſome re-

vailing upon Peter to uſe him as he did, fo 
many Years after : This, I ſay, was reported

| this bad Son, who was fully convicted of 

being in a Conſpiracy againſt his Life and 
Government. M. de Voltaire ſays, that one 
Cauſe of the Czar's ill Uſage of his Wife, 
was the Diſlike ſhe ſhewed to the Alterati- 
ons he was about to make in his Country, 
which was to him the greateſt of all Offen- 
ces: But there was more than that in it: 
She had joined in her Son's Rebellion.

uſa. Powers of Europe reaped from their naval 
Affairs, that he, from that Inſtant, conceiv- 
ed a great Notion thereof, and was reſolved 
to turn his Views that Way. Hereupon he 
immediately gave Orders to ſome Hollan- 
ders, who were then at Moſcow, to build ſe- 
veral ſmall Veſſels, and afterwards four Fri- 
gates of four Guns each, with which he would 
often divert himſelf with failing upon the 
Periſſauſty Lake, and cauſed now and then 
Mock-Fights to be performed thereon, in 
which he ated and commanded as a Sea- 
Captain, and from thenceforward took that 
Title upon him. 

The Time and Thoughts of the Czar Peter 
being taken up with the great Deſigns he had

Roubles which he before inſiſted on with 
great Exactneſs. On the other Hand, it 
was not at all for the Intereſt of the Czar to 
aſſiſt in any thing that might aggrandize the 
Poles, who were no ſooner favoured by- For- 


tune, and able to ſupport themſelves without 


the Help of their Neighbours, than they 
treated them with inſufferable Pride, and be- 
gan to revive thoſe Pretenſions which they 
renounced in the Time of their Adverſity. But 
the Tartars, having now nothing to fear in 
their own Country, committed many cruel 
Ravages in the Dominions under the King of 


Poland, which the Miniſters of that Prince ; 


repreſented to the Czars in the ſtrongeſt 
Terms, and took Pains to perſuade them 
how favourable an Opportunity there was at 
that Time to reduce the Tartars to ſuch a 
Condition as that they ſhould be never able 
to moleſt them again; they had been often 
beat in Rencounters with the Poles, and were 
much weakened by the long War they had 
been engaged in. 

The Czar's Council had too much Pene- 
tration not to ſee theſe Advantages, and there- 
fore, at the Inſtance of the Emperor of Ger- 
many, the Poles and Venetians, Ruſſia likewiſe 
declared War with the Turks and Tartars.

witz. His Majeſty proceeded with ſo much 
Expedition and Secrecy that he arrived at 
Moſcow, to the great Joy of his faithful

. Confuſion of his Enemies, before it was known 
in that City that he was on his Journey : The 
very next Day after his Arrival, he ordered 
very handſome Rewards to be given to thoſe 
Soldiers who had been ſtedfaſt in their Loy- 
alty, and fought faithfully in his Service; 
he likewiſe ordered the principal Agents and 
Contrivers of the Rebellion to be brought be- 
fore him ; and having fully examined them 
himſelf, before his Boyars, they were all 
ſentenced to Death. Among the Conſpira- 
tors were Prince Colorin and General Roma- 
nodoſkowſki, with ſeveral Ladies of Quality 
and many Prieſts of the firſt Rank, who had 
been great Incendiaries among the People, 
under Pretence of defending the Purity of 
their Faith and Doctrines. A great Num- 
ber of the Conſpirators were beheaded, ſome 
broke upon the Wheel, and others buried 
alive ; above two thouſand of the Strelitzes 
were executed, ſome had their Heads taken 
off in the Market Place, and others hang'd 
_ Gallowſes erected for that Purpoſe, at 
the Gates of all the Walls that encompaſs 
the City. Thoſe who were beheaded were 
laid in Ranks upon the Ground with their 
Heads by them, where they were * 
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r698. thoſe hanging at the Gates were, all the 
WY Winter, and then taken away to prevent 


the Air's being infected by them. Other 
Gibbets were ſet up in the publick Roads 
leading to Moſcow, at about two Miles di- 
ſtance, upon which a t Number of the 
other Rebels were hang*d, and large Monu-

His Majeſty, on his Return from his Tra- 
vels, having puniſhed his Enemies, turned 
his Thoughts on reforming his Government 
and People.

When 
the Ceremony was over, the Patriarch ſome- 
times ſent the Czar a Purſe with a hundred 
Roubles in it; at other Times the Czar went 
home to dinner with him. 

There is a Niche in the Feruſalem Church, 
where the Patriarch uſed to ſtand to give 
his Benediction to the People, after which 
he repeated theſe Words, Go, and eat no- 
thing theſe three Days. 

I have heard a pleaſant Story, of an 
Accident that happened to an Engliſh Mer- 
chant's Servant, on account of this Benedi- 
ction. The Servant was a Ruſſian by Birth, 
but born far in the Country, and having 
never ſeen ſuch a Ceremony before, when he 
returned from Church he appeared ſo me- 
lancholy that his Maſter took notice, and 
aſked the Reaſon of it. The Ruſſian told 
him of the Orders which were given by the 
moſt holy Patriarch, that no Body ſhould 
eat any Thing in three Days; and ſaid, he 
was afraid he ſhould die with Hunger in 'the 
mean Time. He faſted two of three Days, 
and was ready to eat himſelf, not being u- 
ſed to ſuch Penance, however he held out; 


and then, notwithſtanding his great "I 


* 
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for the Patriarch, ſwore he would never go 
to Church to hear his Bleſſing again. 
The patriarchal Dignity -was introduced 
into the Rx/ſian Church by meer Chance, “ 
which till the Year fifteen hundred eighty 
eight, acknowledged the Patriarch of Con- 
fPantinople for hers ; and this was by the Means 
of one Hieronimo, who was degraded, and 
depoſed by the Clergy from that antient 
patriarchal See, which he had very unwor- 


thily filled for ſome Years, He was one 


of thoſe Greek Prelates, and — Beg- 

rs, who pretend to have been unjuſtly per- 
ecuted by the Turks, ſuch as have been run- 
ning through all the Kingdoms and Provin- 
ces in the chriſtian Parts of Europe, but one 
of the cunningeſt and boldeſt that lying 
Greece ever —— This Hieronimo, to 
revenge himſelf on the Clergy of Conſtantino- 
ple, and fill his Purſe,” propoſed to the Czar 
Theodore Tvanowitz, among other Projects, 
(one of which was an Alliance of Muſtovy 
with Spain, and the Pope againſt the Turks) 


to make. Muſcovy the patriarchal See of all 


the Greek Church, and to reſign his Dignity 
to , whomever his Majeſty ſhould be pleaſed 
to name, or cauſe to be elected. He brought 
that Prince the more eaſily into this Deſign, 


ſince- by it he would ſave a great deal of 


Money, which was ſent every Year to 
Conftantinople, upon which he afſembled his 


Council, and the principal Members of the

jeſty, to ſhew, that it was a Thing unknown 
for a Perſon of that high Rank and * 
nity in the Church to be degraded, and al- 
ledged, that they, being all but Biſhops and 
of equal Rank, had no Power to do it: 
But however they were willing to give up 
their Brother for the Intereſt of the Church; for 
they propoſed this Expedient, that, if his Ma- 
jeſty would allow them to elect another Pa- 
triarch, they would proceed upon the Degra- 
dation of the Biſhop who had offended him. 
Peter, who would not ſuffer any of his Sub- 
jets to expoſtulate with him, took another 
Method, and reſenting this mean Evaſion, 
created a new Biſhop, the aforeſaid Metro- 
politan of Rezan, on Purpoſe to execute his 
Orders, and obliged him to take away the 
Mitre of the other Biſhop.

could be acceptable to the Wornen in the 
Time of Courtſhip, it would abmoſt make 
one believe the ridiculous Aſſertion of ſome 
Authors, that the Ruſſian Women loved their 
Huſbands the better for beating them. 
They uſed Divorce among them, and it 
was often practiſed on ſlender Pretences ; for 
a Man might go into a Monaſtery and ſhave 
himſelf a Fryar in a pretended Fit of Devo- 
tion, and by ſuch Means free himſelf from 
his Wife, and leave her to ſhift for her- 
ſel which was frequently occaſioned by the 
intolerable Provocations, and ill Behaviour 
of the Women: But this was chieflp among

The Burial As to the burial of their dead, it was 
of their dead. done with much Ceremony.

them; and beſides the Relations, there were WV 


other Women Mourners, employ'd to make 
a great Howling and Noiſe, who were hir- 
ed for that Purpoſe. It was likewiſe the 
Cuſtom for the Relations of the deceaſed 
to viſit their Graves, on particular Days in 
the Year, there to cry — howl for ſome 
Hours, and then leave Branches of Trees, 
Flowers, Bread, Meat, Brandy, Mead, Beer 
and other Liquors, which they imagined the 
Dead had occaſion for; but which were con- 
ſtantly taken by the Prieſts, as ſoon as they 
were gone. 

The Muſcovites had a great Veneration 
ſor Holy Water, and once a Year the Ri- 
vers were hallowed, with much Ceremony 
by the Biſhops, and then there was Meat 
ſtruggling among the People for. the Water, 
and fome would leap into it, though in the 
moſt rigorous Seaſon of the Year, and Wo- 
men would dip their tender Infants all over, 
concluding there was then a great Virtue in 
it; and oftentimes it was given to the Sick 
in Order to recover them by its wonder- 
ful Efficacy. 

They had likewiſe a ridiculous Cuſtom 
of ſending Prayers in a Cap to Perſons at a 
Diſtance. And many would refuſe to work 
on a Friday under Pretence that the Panitza 
was angry and would puniſh thoſe with Miſ- 
fortunes, who did not obſerve this Feaſt in 
Honour of her. M. de la Motraye ſays, he 
was aſſured as a Truth, that in the Diſtrict 
of Starodub they led * Woman with _— 
1 2 
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1699 led Hair, every Friday, in an eccleſiaſtical 
W Peoceſſion under the Name of Panitza; and 
that the People bowed down before her at 
Church, and made her Preſents, in Hopes 
of great Benefits, which the Prieſts flattered 

them, they ſhould receive from her. 

In the Neighbourhood of ſeveral. Mo- 
naſteries the Monks uſed to erect Oratories 
in the High- Ways, with Images in them, 
before which Paſſengers uſed to bow down, 
while the begging Brothers held forth a Box 
to receive their pious Contributions. 

Many of the Ruſſians thought it a great 
Crime to eat a Pigeon, becauſe the Holy 
Ghoſt 'is painted in the Shape of a Dove. 

They had a Tradition of the Monaſtery of 
Peterſty in Kiow, that whoever was buried 
therein, ſhould: be faved although he died 
without repenting of his Sins. 8 

Theſe and many other ſuperſtitious Abu- 
ſes the Czar Peter took care to aboliſh when 
he ſcttled the National Synod, as we ſhall 
ſee hereafter. | | 

The Go- As to the Government of the Provinces, 
vernment of the large Dominions of Ryuſ#a were formerly 
the Provinces. divided into four Parts, called Chetfirds or 

Tetrearchies, every Part containing divers 
Shires, and was annexed to the ſeveral Of. 
fices from whence they derived their Names; 
the firft bore the Name of the Pœolſty Chet- 
fird, or Juriſdiction of the Office of Embaſ- 
fies, and foreign Affairs.

The Fourth was called the Caſſanſty De- 
4woerts, being appropriated to the Office 
which had the Juriſdiction of the Kingdoms 


of Aftracan and Caſan, with the Cities and 


Towns lying on the Wolga. From the Juriſ- 
diftion of thoſe Offices, but very few Pla- 
ces were privileged or exempted, except 
the Czar's Inheritance, or Vochin, as they 
term'd itz for that pertaĩned from antient 
Time to the Houſe of Beala, which ſtood on 
thirty fix Towns, with their Bounds and 
Territories, and ſome other particular Roy- 
alty. +. Theſe great Officers reſided common- 


ly at Court, and carried their Offices with 


them wherever they went, They were ge- 
nerally Lords of the greateſt Families in R 
ſia, who were Favourites of the Czar, and 
acted as ſovereign Princes under him, in all 
Provinces they were to govern. They had 
Liberty to uſe the Czar's Name for their 
Authority in iſſuing forth their Orders, and 
had Power over Mens Lives and Fortunes. 
To theſe great Lords or Princes was an 
Appeal from the Diſtrict of all the leſs 
Towns and Cities in each Province, A 
Bench of Diacks, or Secretaries, fat as Judges 
in every one of theſe principal Offices or 
Courts at Moſcow ; who were to hear and 
determine Matters relating to the Treaſury, 
85 well as all civil and military Affairs; and 
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I to report their Proceedings to the princi 

LEI EE EE cd 
ſeldom came themſelves in Perſon to hear 
any Cauſe; and from whom there was 
formerly no Appeal. 

Theſe Lords had alſo the ſole Power to 
appoint and ſend Governors to each Province, 
which was ſubdivided into leſs Diſtrifts, and 
every Governor had a Diack or petty Chan- 
cellor, and an Office or Court of Juſtice e- 
rected under him, called a Precauſe, where 
they fat as Commiſſarics for the Czar's Re- 
venues, and likewiſe as Judges, with an 
abſolute Power to determine all Cauſes, 

| without either Jury, or Counſel to plead for 
| the unhappy Perſons who were brought be- 
| fore them. Only in Caſes of Life, they 
j were obliged to make a Repreſentation by 
Letter to the Lord of the Province in Mo.- 
cow, before any Man could be executed ; 
but that was done in ſuch a Manner, that 
the Buſineſs always went as they would have 
Ic. 

The Commiſſions to theſe Governors were 
uſually granted for three Years, which time 
they held their Places, unleſs their Oppreſ- 
ſions and Frauds were ſo flagrant that they 
were turned out ſooner. They had no Sa- 
lary appointed them, but when they were 
put into their Governments, a Preſent was 
made them of about three or four thouſand 
Roubles, according to the Ability of the 
People where they were ſent, who made like-

longing to the head Office, or Precauſe in

© ward to my Satisfaction more than the Sum 
above mentioned, upon Performance of the 
Work: But by Reaſon that Hrecteil when 
© he had gathered a Sum of Money had de-

* He was appointed General of the Army then co- 
vering the Work, and Governor of the Workmen. 
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ing with one of my Aſſiſtants, whom I 
ſhould chooſe to take care of the Work that 
was performed, and to come my Telf with 
my other Aſſiſtants and Maſter Artificers 
that I had with me, to Moſcow, And 
ſoon after the Beginning of the Year 1702, 
I was from thence ordered down to Yeronis, 
where I made an extraordinary Work upon 
that River, for raifing and letting off the 
Water at any Time when ever required, 
for lifting his Majeſty's Ships upon the 
Land to be refitted that were then ready to 
ſink as they lay in the River, for want of 
an effectual Method to repair them; which 
Work I. finiſhed in the Year 1703. And 
all his Czariſh Majeſty's Ships have ac- 
cordingly been there ſince repaired that have 
required it. And after I finiſhed this, I 
was employed in doing another Work tor 
making the ſaid River navigable for Ships 
of eighty Guns, the whole Way from the 
City Veronis to the River Den; which 1 
alſo performed as commanded , where the 
needful Men and Materials were given me to 
it; though the Sluices are much larger, | 
and the Floods in the Spring of the Year | 
above ten times greater there than they are 
on the River Camiſbinſta; and conſequently 
the Works required to be -made there with 
greater Strength againſt greater Floods, and 
were -far more difficult to perform. 
* In February 1706, after I had finiſhed 
the ſaid Works, I was ordered to Moſcow, 
and on September following, I was ſent 
down again upon the River Don, to ſur- 
vey a Place for making a Work to pre- 
« ſerve 
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ſerve his Majefty's Ships from Decay. And 
to return again to Moſcow, with the Report 
of the fame ; where I have been ever ſince 
* petitioning and ſoliciting for my Arrears 
to be given me, and to be employed on 
ſome other Buſineſs, or to have my Diſ- 
charge, which is not given me, nor any 
Part of my yearly Wages yet paid me, 
neither for the Time I have ſerved in the 
Caſans, nor the Admiraltitſki Precauſe 
only an Account has been formerly made 
out in the Admiraltitſti Precauſe for ſix 
Years Salary at three hundred Pound per 
Annum, according to my Agreement — 
it was with this Injuſtice and Hardſhip; 
that all the monthly Subſiſtence Money that 
I had received for the ſaid fix Years ſhould 
be deducted out of my ſaid yearly Salary, 
and the ſame to be reckoned me but at a 
Ruſs Copeck for an Engliſh Penny, which, 
according to the Courſe of Exchange at 
that Time, was at thirty eight per Cent Loſs 
to me: Not only fo, but refuſing alſo to pay 
me any Part of the ſaid Money, unleſs I 
would firit ſet my Hand to agree to a new 
Contract, on ſuch diſcouraging Conditions 
that were altogether unreaſonable for me to 


e my with. 
This is the true State of my Caſe, which

And ſince 
his Czariſh Majeſty's Favour and Bounty 
is daily extended to great Numbers of 
thoſe that come from foreign Countrics to 
ſerve him, I humbly hope that I ſhall not 
be made an unhappy Inſtance of Misfortune 
and Ruin thereby: After having relied ſo 
many Years on his Czariſh Majeſty's gra- 
cious Promiſes of my Wages made to me, 
and having ſpent the beſt of my Days and 
faithfully exerted my utmoſt Judgment and 
Endeavours for his Majeſty's Service, in 
all Things wherein I have ever been com- 
* manded. 
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Aſter the Services ſet forth in this Memo- 
rial, the farther Hardſhip Captain Perry un- 
fat orced to come 
away without his Money, by putting himſelf 
under the Protect ion of Mr. Whitworth the 
Engliſh Ambaſſador) may be thought to 
be without Excuſe, unleſs we conſider that 
the Czar thus forcibly detain'd all ingenious 
Foreigners for the Improvement ofhis Country, 
which he had more at Heart than any other 
Conſideration.

next, that no Objection at my coming into 
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The Caſe of Mr. Fergbarſon, was like- 
wiſe very hard, an Agreement was made 
with him, when he was firſt entertained in 
England, that he ſhould have his Charges 
defrayed for him to Moſcow, and that he 
ſhould have a handſome Allowance given 
him for his. Subſiſtence when he went over, 
until he had learned the Language of the 


Country, for which he ſhould have a 
Latin Interpreter appointed him, and until . 


there was a fit School prepared : And that 
then, as often as ever he ſhould teach and 
learn any Scholar, in particular the Art of 
Navigation, ſo as to be diſcharged from his 
School, and ſent abroad farther to learn the 
p_ Part of Navigation, the ſaid Ferg- 


arſon ſhould have the Reward of one hun- 


dred Roubles, in ready Money, given him; 
but though he had, when Captain Perry 
came out of the Country, made perfect 
and diſcharged above ſeventy Scholars, yet 
he had not received one Penny of the ſaid 
Money, 

The two Mathematicians taken from 
Chriſt's Hoſpital, to aſſiſt Mr. Fergharſon, 
had as great Misfortunes as their Country 
Men ; one indeed was more unfortunate, for 
he was attacked by a Company of Rogues 
as he rode out from the School, and murder- 
ed in the Streets about nine o'Clock at 
Night; Mr, Ferghar/on himſe'f very narrow- 
ly eſcaped the ſame Fate afterwards : And 
Mr. Guin, the other Aſſiſtant, had not above 
half the Allowance given him per Annum, 
that was allowed to Mr. Fergharſon for his 
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bare Subſiſtence, though being a well be. 
haved and ingenious Man, there is no Doubt 
but he might have made much better Ad- 
vantage of his Time at Home. ö 


This Sort of Cruelty is, in ſome Meaſure, 


ſtill exerciſed in Ruſſia, if we may give 
credit to the Account given by one, who 
ſtiles himſelf an Italian Officer of Diſtinction 
in his Letters from Muſcovy, printed in the 
Year 1735 3 wherein he tells us, that a 
Foreigner, who has lived ſome Time a- 
6 os them, finds it difficult to obtain 
imiſſion. They are no ſooner in- 
formed of his Intent, than they raiſe Suſ- 
< picions, and carry their Jealouſy and Di- 
L to an Exceſs, Whoever has once got 
* a Knowledge of their Affairs, muſt never 
© hope to leave their Country. They ima- 
* gine they have Reaſon to apprehend ſuch 
* a one would divulge their Arcana. 
But we have a very late Inſtance to con- 
tradict what this Italian Officer ſays, that 


- Is, Leave given, by her preſent imperial Ma- 


jeſty of Ruſſia, to Mr. Ney, one of the Ship- 
Builders, who went over in King William's 
Reign, to come to his native Country, where 
he arrived in the Year 1737, and is ſettled 
at Portſmouth, with a very handſome Penſion, 
_ to him for Life by that generous Prin- 
ceſs.

HE Czar's Forces being now 
in Readineſs, he appeared be- 
LY fore Narva, with an Army of 
2 hundred thouſand Men, hop- 

ing chat, if he could take this 
Town, he ſhould open a Paſſage to the 


Baltick, It was on the firſt of October 9 
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1700 that he ſat down before it, a Seaſon of the 
Ty Year very rigorous in thoſe cold Climates, 


but Peter, as M. de Voltaire obſerves, wha 
would make nothing of riding Poſt a hun- 
dred Leagues ; in the midſt of Winter, to ſee 
a Mine or a Canal, was willing to make 
his Troops forget all Diſtinctions of Seaſons, 
as he ſeemed to do himſelf. He gave the 
Command of his Army to the Duke de 
Croy, a German, and took to himſelf no 
higher a Poſt than that of a Lieutenant at 
this Time. | 

In this Army he had only a Body of 
thirty thouſand Men, who were the Soldatee, 
formed out of the old Strelitzes and Ger- 
mans, that were worth any thing ; the Reſt 
were a-rude Number of Men drawn from 
the Foreſts and Wilds covered with Skins, 
and armed with Clubs and ſome with Ar- 
rows, but few of them knew the Uſe of Fire 
Arms, or had ever ſeen a Battle or regular 
Siege, which Narva indeed was but ill pro- 
vided for; it had a (lender Garriſon and 
very mean Magazines, yet, attacked by ſuch 
Forces, held out to the Cloſe of the Year. | 
The King of Sweden was the more en- 
raged at this Procedure, as there were til! 
three Muſcovite Ambaſſadors at Stockho!n 
treating of Peace. This young Hero, who 
had already reduced the King of Denmark 
to ſue for Peace, which was concluded by 
the Treaty of Travendal, ſigned in the 
Month of . Auguſt before, croſſed the Sea 
with two Hundred Tranſports, and landed 
at Pernaw in the Gulf of Riga; the Town 
of Riga was, at that Time, befieged ng 
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King of Poland, the Czar's Ally ; but as 

ſoon as he heard of Charles the Twelfth's 
landing he abandoned the Place, and made a 
Merit of it to the States General of Holland, 
who had deſired him, by their Ambaſſadors, 
to ſpare a Place in which the Dutch had 
conſiderable Effects, and thus he in ſome 
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ſort prevented the Diſnonour of quitting an

fortified with a Rampart, and double Foe. 


The King of Sweden continued his March 


(through Ways that were thought impracti- 
cable, and therefore little Care had been taken 
to ſecure them) till he found himſelf in Sight 
of the Enemy's firſt Poſts ; he did not give 
the Muſcovites time to know how ſmall a 
Number of Men he had, but attacked all 
their Poſts one after another; they could not 
imagine but the whole Swediſh Army was

The King of Sweden loft no Time, but with 
his Men fatigued as they were, by ſo longa 
March, appeared before the Camp of a hun- 
dred th Muſcovites, The Duke de 
Croy had made the beſt Diſpoſitions that 
were poſlible, pong the Infantry in the 
Entrenchments, and a ſecond Line to ſtrength- 
en them, with the Cavalry to ſupport them 
behind. He had ſcarce done this before the 
King attack*d them with eight Battalions, hav- 
ing General Rebinder, an Officer of great 
ience and Prudence as well as Valour,

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1700 The Number of Priſoners was ſo very great, 


that it was thought proper to _ only the 
chief Officers d d miſs the 8 
were entirely diſarmed, and having their Bree- 
ches ſlit in two, ſo that they were forced to 
hold them up with both Hands, they. were 
drove along, before a ſew Swediſh Officers, 
like a Flock of Sheep, to the Diſtance of a 
League from Narva. 

This is one of the moſt extraordinary Ac- 
tions that can be met with in Hiſtory ; and 
the King of Sweden, this Year, made one of 
the moſt glorious Campaigns, who at eigh- 
teen Years of Age, led an Army himſelf 

inſt three Kings in Confederacy againſt 
him, and not only proved ſucceſsful in all 
his Attempts, but gave wonderful Proofs of 
perſonal and Conduct. The World 
| ed in this Prince to ſee another Guſta- 
vus Adolphus, who at the ſame Age conquered 
Livonia, which Charles had now gloriouſly 
relieved from the Invaſion of two ſo power- 
ful Enemies as Peter the Emperor o 'n 
and Auguſtus King of Poland. | 

The Czar thought it would be to little 
Purpoſe, with his forty thouſand raw and 
undiſciplined Men, to engage a young Victor 
juſt fAluſh'd with the Conqueſt of a hundred 
thouſand, ſo retired to the Place from 
whence he came, and from thence went back 
to Moſcow, which was moſt terribly alarm- 
ed at the News of this Battle, The Mis- 
fortune was undoubtedly very great, but Peter 
was ſo far from being diſpirited at it, that he 
would often ſay, © I expected to be * 

'« by 
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by the Swedes, and may again; but they, 
© in Time, will teach us to beat them.” 

The common People among the Mu/co- 
vites could not imagine but that their being 
beaten, when they had ſuch odds on their 
Side, was owing to Sorcery and Witchcraft, 
and accordingly put up a Prayer to St. Ni- 
cholas to protect them againſt the horrid 
STI, that were leagued againſt 

m. 

In this Battle the Czar had ſoſt above 
halt his Army and all his Artillery; but he 
applied himſelf with Diligence to re- 
— theſe Loſſes by 1 Recruits, bring- 
ing more foreign Officers into his Service, 
and ſeeing his Regiments exerciſed and pro- 
vided with all chings neceſlary z the Care of 
which he entruſted to none of his Cour- 
tiers, but looked narrowly into every Thing 
himſelf, For Want of Metal for his Ar- 
tillery, he ordered the great Bells in ſeveral 
Churches to be taken down and caſt into 


Cannon: But while he was making theſe 


Preparations for continuing the War, he 
wrote an anſwer to the following Letter 
which he received from the King of Great 
Britain, and to another from the States of 
Holland, to diſſuade him from entering upon 
a War with Sweden at all.

Roubles per Aunum, on all Gentlemen 
who wore Beards, except the Prieſts ; the 
common People were obliged to pay a Copeck 
at the Gate of every Town or City which 
they entered, and Perſons were there placed 
to collect it; but ſuch was their Regard 


for what they fooliſhly thought an Orna- 


ment to their Faces, there were many 
who would have given any thing to have 
preſerved it, and when the Czar found he 
could not overcome their Prejudice in this 
Point without uſing force, they would offer 


large Bribes to thoſe who came to execute 


his Orders. And it muſt have been a di- 
verting Scene to behold the Executioners 
ſcampering after theſe venerable Grey-Beards 


in the Streets, who fled from them as they 


would from ſo many Hangmen. 

His Majeſty would order Perſons to be 
ſhaved at his own Table, and ſometimes 
ſo roughly that ſome of the Skin of the 
moſt obſtinate was taken away with the 
Beard ; the Fear of being thus handled made 
abundance comply; but ſince they could 
not preſerve their Beards on their Faces living, 
many laid them up carefully to be buried 
with them when dead, that they might be 
able to give St. Nicolas an Account of them 
in the other World. This ſhaving their 
Beards was looked upon in the Czar as a 

t Breach of Religion. How many foo- 
liſh and even wicked Cuſtoms and Practices

The Czar, on this Account, had Libels wrote 
againſt him, and dropt about the Streets of 
Moſcow, charging him with Tyranny and 
Atheiſm. 


His Majeſty reſolved next to alter the Reforms the 
Faſhion of his People's Dreſs, which he Rn Dreis 


thought troubleſome to the Men, unbecoming 
and ridiculous in the Women. But even of 
this, as well as every other Change he wrought 
among them, the People, inſenſible of the 
Benefits he deſigned them, made great Com- 
plaints and Murmurings, An Order was firſt 
publiſhed to prohibit all Ruſſians to appear 
out of their Houses but in a Coat of the 
Poliſh Faſhion, which was much the ſame 
with the French and Englih. The Servants 
of Strangers were the firſt on whom this 
Order was executed, who, if they were ſeen 
abroad without complying with it, were taken 
from behind the Sledges of their Maſters, 
and made to pay a Fine or be ſent to Pri- 


| fon: But this not affecting the common Peo- 


= they took no Notice of it, till ſeverer 
eans were uſed with them. 

Their former Habit was a long Veſt which 
reached down almoſt to their Feet, and was 
— on the Hips not much unlike the 

oman's Petticoat. His Majeſty obliged 
all his Boyars, and whoever ſhould come to 
Court, to provide themſelves with Exgliſb 
Dreſſes, upon Pain of his Diſpleaſure, and 
ſuch. as could afford it were to trim their 
Cloaths with Gold or Silver.

to theabout the Court, were ordered to reform 


their Dreſs likewiſe according to the Engliſh 
Faſhion ; they had ſome Things in the anti- 
ent Habits very odd, particularly their ſhift

Length, which, when they ſaluted a Strang- 
er, they uſed to fling out almoſt croſs a 
Room, and when the Stranger had taken the 
End up and kiſs'd it, they uſed to gather 
it again about their Arms, There was ano- 
ther Alteration the Czar made in Favour of 
the Women, which the more eaſily recon- 
ciled them to that of their Dreſs. It had 
been the Cuſtom, at all Entertainments in 
Ruſſia, for the Women not to be admitted 
into the Preſence or Converſation of the Men. 
In all the Houſes of Gentlemen of any Faſh- 
ion, there was a particular Entrance made for 
the Women, and they were always _— 
ſeparate Apartments; only when the - 
ter of the Family had a Mind to do Honour 
to an extraordinary Gueſt he would bring his 
Wife, by a back Way from her Apartment, 
attended by her Maids.

Auguſtus, in theſe Straits, called together a 
cot of the Senate; the Members of which 
Aſſembly appeared ſomewhat better Cour- 
tiers than thoſe of the Diet, who had ſo openly 
declared their Ill-will to the King; but, under 
a Pretence of reconciling his Intereſt with the 
Security of the Republick, gave his Authority 
a yet deeper Wound than the other had done 
and at laſt concluded to ſend the Embaſſy 
debated upon in the Diet: But Auguſtus re- 
ſolved to = before hand with them in this, 
for he had but too much reaſon to fear that 
his particular Intereſt would be little re- 
garded, if not entirely ruined by them: He 
therefore choſe rather to receive Laws from 
his Conqueror than his Subjects. 

He made choice of the Counteſs of Koning /- 
mar to be his Ambaſſadreſs on this Occa- 


ſion ; ſhe was a Swediſh Lady by Birth, of a 


great Family, and had an Eftate in Charles's 
Dominions; and her Wit and Beauty made 
the King of Poland imagine, that a young 
Victor would be able to deny her nothing, 
and be as much ſubdued by her Charms as 
he had been himſelf, Having received her 


Inſtructions, ſhe went to the Swediſh Camp 


in Lithuania ; but Charles obſtinately refuſed 
to ſee her. Auguſtus afterwards ſent his Cham- 
berlain Viczdun, with freſh Inſtructions to 
the King of Sweden ; but they having neg- 
lected to demand a Paſport for him, he was 
ſeized as ſoon as he came within Sight of the

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The King of Poland was now forced again 1702 


to have Recourſe to the Senate, tho? he knew N 


them to be his Enemies. He offered to call 
in twelve thouſand Saxons, and to put him-

The Senate an- 
ſwered him, that the Republick would ſend 
an Embaſſy to the King of Sweden, to pro- 
cure Peace; and as for the Saxons, his Ma- 


jeſty could not introduce them into Poland 
without diſobliging the whole Nation, 


Charles XII. treated the Embaſſy of the 
Republick with no more Reſpect than that of 
the King, being not at all pleaſed that they 
would ſtill have any thing to do with him ; 
for ſuch was the implacable Temper, which 
was one of the greateſt Faults of this young 
Hero, that where he had once taken a Diſ- 
like, he was never to be reconciled ; he anſ- 
wered the. Senate, that. they ſhould know 


what he thought of their Propoſal when he 


came to Warſaw : And ſet forward the ſame 
Day on his March to that City, having lent 
before him a Manifeſto, in which he declared 
himſelf the Friend and Protector of the Re- 
publick. The Scnators, who were the Ene- 
mies of Auguſtus, publiſhed this Manifeſto 
in his View; and, upon the Approach of 
the King of Sweden, his Friends, thro! Weak- 
neſs, deſerted him ; none remained with him, 
but the Ambaſſadors of the Emperor and the 
Czar, the Pope's.

« rity, which, tho' uſual and known Snares, 
« ſeldorn fail to entrap. He wrote a mov- 
ing Letter to the King of Sweden beſeech- 
ing him in that Name which all Chriſtians 
« equally adore; to give Peace to Poland 
and her King. Charles XII. anſwered 
* more to the Intentions of the Cardinal than 
to his Words. He remained in the great 
* Dutchy of Lithuania, with a victorious 
* Army, declaring that he would. not trouble 
the Diet; that he made War againſt Au- 
ęuſtus and the Saxons, and not againſt the 
* Polanders; that far from attacking the 
© Republick,. he came to free them from 
* Oppreſſion.. Theſe Letters and Anſwers 
* were for the Publick ; but the Emiſſaries 
that continually went between the Cardinal 
and Count Piper, and the private Aſſem- 
blies at the Cardinal's Houſe, were the 
Springs by which the Diet moved.

guſtus, that he ſaid, if he ſtayd fifty Tears be 
would not leave Poland till be had accompliſhed 
it. This was at a Time when ſome of his 
Generals repreſented to him the Miſchiefs the 
Muſcovite Troops were doing, who dail 
engaged with his, and oftentimes with — 
Diſadvantage to the Swedes, in Livonia, 
Eſthonia, and Ingria. The Field-Marſhal 
General Czeremetoff had twice defeated a Bo- 
dy of Men under General Schlippenbach's Com- 
mand. The Myuſcovite General firſt entered 
Livonia, in the Month of July, with a nume- 
rous Army, and advanced as far as Ereſtferet, 
General Schlippenbach, as ſoon as he had In- 
telligence of this, detatched a Party of three 
hundred Horſe to obſerve their Motions, 
This Party met with a Body of a thouſand 
Muſcovites, which they attack'd and drove 
to the main Body of the Army : But the 
Swediſh Cavalry, being ſurprized at their 
Numbers, retreated in Confuſion, and, 
being purſued by the Muſcovites, loſt ſe- 
veral of their Men. General Schlippenbach, 
being informed of what had happened, rode 
Pumel to reconnoitre the Enemy, and pre- 
ſently perceiving they had a Deſign to envi- 
ron his ſmall Body, he Judged it convenient, 
by the Advice of a Council of War, to croſs 
the River Embact, to ent their Intenti- 
ons, which was done in View of the Enemy, 
over two Bridges that were broke down as 
ſoon as the Men were got over : But the 
River being then very low, and the Mu/- 
covite General making uſe of ſeveral Pontons 
to waft over his 2 he ſoon forced the

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firſt on the Side of the latter, ſome of the 
Muſcovites having thrown themſelves into the 
River, but the reſt, facing about on a ſud- 
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beaten in Li- 


den, put the Finland Ca into ſuch Diſ- vun. 


order that they fell foul upon their own In- 
fantry, and betook themſelves to Flight 
without any Poſſibility of being rallied, fo 
that the Swyedes loſt their Artillery, and had 
their Infantry, after a ſtout Reſiſtance, almoſt 
all cut to Pieces. This Action began at fix 
in the Morning, and laſted ten Hours, The 
Swediſh General Schlippenbach would fain have 
rallied his Men, and have poſted them ar 
Helmer; but finding it impoſſible to ſtop 


the Horſe that were fled and diſperſed, and 


being no longer able to ſtand his Ground 
with the Remains of his ſmall Body, he was 
forced to retreat to Pernau. 
The Swedes, on this Occaſion, loſt ſeven 
Captains, thirty Lieutenants and Enſigns, five 
twenty Subalterns, thirty ſeven Drums, 
and one thouſand nine hundred and ſixteen 
common Men, The Loſs was likewiſe very 
great on the Side of the Kuſſians, but from 
their great Numbers was hardly perceptible. 
His Czariſh Majeſty himſelf, when he had 
made all neceſſary Diſpoſitions in the Fron- 
tier Places and Fortreſſes, marched at the 
Head of his Army, and took the Fortreſs of 
Oreſcheck, or * Notebourg, which was the

* This Town was built above four hundred Years 
ago, by a Princeſs of Nowegerod, named Magrfa. 
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land, upon an Ifland, a little bourg. 
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Ladoga. This had been taken from the 
A Rnſſans by Guftavus Adolphus in the Year 


1614, though ftrongly fortified by Nature ; 
to this Fortreſs his Majefty afterwards gave 
the Name of Slutelbourg, Slytel, in the Ger- 
man ſignifying a Key, and indeed it proved 
ſuch to the Czar, opening to him a Paſſage 
for his Conqueſts over the Swedes. 

About this Time his Czariſh Majeſty pub- 
liſhed an Edict to encourage all Sorts of 
Artificers, Workmen, and People uſing 
Manufactures, and other Perſons profeſſing 
Trades and Sciences, to come and fettle in 
his Dominions, promiſing them, that as ſoon 
as they were arrived upon the Frontiers, they 
ſhould be conducted, at his Majeſty's Expen- 
ce, where they ſhould deem it moſt con- 
venient to ſettle themſelves. That they 
ſhould have the free Exerciſe of their Reli- 
gion, and the Convenience of Churches. 
That they ſhould have the Liberty to em- 
ploy themſelves in whatſoever they thought 
moſt for their Advantage, without being ſub- 
jet to any Duties, Offices, or Impoſts. 
That as for thoſe who ſhould find them- 
ſelves capable to undertake any Trade, and 
Mould not have where withal to follow it, his 
Majeſty promiſed to ſupply them with Mo- 
ney out of his Treaſury, without: any Intereſt. 
And laſtly, ſuch as were unwilling to ſtay in 
his Dominions ſhould have Licences to 
depart ; and at their firſt Requeſt ſhould be 
conducted, at the Czar's Expence, to the 
Frontiers, or to any Sea- port. 

How much theſe Promiſes were to be re- 
ly'd on, we have already ſhewn in the GE 
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of Captain Perry, and in thoſe of Mr, Ferg- 
barſon and others. 

His Czariſh Majeſty's Forces, under the 
Command of Lieutenant General Baur, 
next made themſelves Maſters of Marien- 
bourg, which was, it is true, but meanly de- 
tended by a few Swediſh Troops, and of it- 
ſelf no very ſtrong Place. Among the Pri- 
ſoners taken in this Town, was Catharine, 
who afterwards became Empreſs of Ruffa. 
Of the Birth and firſt Riſe of this moſt il- 
luſtrious Woman, Monſ. de la Motraye gives 
the following Account in his Travels.

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kept a School, took her as his own, till 
Doctor Gluck, Miniſter of Marienbourg, 
happening to come to that Village, liked 
the Girl; and being willing to eaſe the 
Clerk, whoſe income was very ſmall, 
carried her Home with him, Our Writers 
agree pretty well as to this Circumſtance, 
and the miſerable - Condition in which 
young Catharine was left, which is ſuitable 
to that of a Vaſſal, ſuch as her Father 
was; but not, ok a Lord of the Manour, 
as they would make him: For is it na- 
tural to ſuppaſe, that, if ſhe had been the 
Daughter of M. Roſen, or was acknow- 
ledged by him as ſuch, he would have 
left her nothing in his Will when he died? 
or that his Heirs and Relations, if he had 
married her Mother, would have taken 
no manner of Care of her? Is it not better, 
and more agreeable to Truth, to let Catha- 
rine owe her Greatneſs to her own Merit, 
and to the Czar Peter the Firſt? The 
Meaner her Birth is, the more glorious 
and honourable is her Elevation. 

* M. Gluck treated her almoſt in the 
ſame Manner that he would one of his 
Daughters, and his Wife, finding her en- 
dued with good and virtuous Inclinations, 
loved her as much; as ſhe ſeemed natu- 
rally to hate Idleneſs, ſhe was employed 
in Works ſuitable to her Age, as ſpinning, 
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that ſhe undertook, and many Things in 
the Houſe of her own accord, which could 
only be expected from the very beſt Ser- 
vants, She had learnt to-read of the

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ſowing, &c. She did every Thing well 
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* Pariſh-Clerk at Runghen, When ſhe left 


that Place, ſhe ſpoke only the Language N 


of the Country, which is a Sclavonian Dia- 
* let; but at M. Gluck's ſhe learnt the 
* German Tongue to Perfection, of which 
* ſhe knew only a few Words before, and em- 
* ployed all her vacant Hours in reading. 
A Livonian Serjeant in the Swediſh Army 
fell paſſionately in Love with her; and 
* ſhe liked him ſo well, that ſhe agreed to 
have him, if he would aſk the Conſent of 
* Mr. Gluck, without which ſhe would do 
* nothing. He followed her Advice, and 
„Mr. Gluck who was not very eaſy in his Cir- 
cumſtances ; (for the Reformation which 
allows Prieſts to marry, has very much 
impoveriſhed them, eſpecially in Livonia, 
where the Revenues of the Church are leſs 
conſiderable than in any other Country.) 
Mr. Gluck, on this Account, gave his 
Conſent more readily than otherwiſe he 
would have done; this Serjeant was of a 
pretty good Family, had a ſmall Eftate 
of his own, and was in a fair Way to 
Preferment, being already known to be 
a Man of Bravery, and Sobriety. Ir 1s 
reported as a certain Truth through all 
Livonia that Mr. Gluck performed the 
Marriage Ceremony himſelf. The next 
Day the Muſcovites taking the Town of 
Marienbourg, the commanding Officer, 
General Baur, perceiving Catharine among 
the Priſoners, and obſerving notwithſtanding 
the Tears that fell from her Eyes, a cer-- 
tain Fe. ne ſcai quoi in her Face, that ſtruck 
him very much, he aſked her ſeveral Quel- 

_- BN * tions 
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tions concerning her Condition, to which 
ſhe made Anſwers with more Senſe than is 
uſual in Perſons of her Rank. He bad 
her fear nothing, for he would take care to 
ſee that ſhe was well uſed : Accordingly 
he that inſtant ordered ſome of his People 
to conduct her to the Place where his Bag- 
ge was; there were ſome Women who 
waſhed his Linnen, and did other Works 
agreeable to that Sex, and finding her af- 
terwards very proper to manage his Houſe- 
holc-Afﬀairs, he gave her a Sort of Au- 
thority and Inſpection over theſe Women, 
and the Reſt of his Domeſticks, by whom 
ſhe was very much beloved from her Man- 
ner of uſing them, when ſhe inſtructed 
them in their Duty : And the General had 
ſaid himſelf, he never was ſo well ſerved 
as when ſhe was with him. Ir happened 
that Prince Menzikoff, who was his, Patron, 
having ſeen her one Day, obſerved ſome- 
thing very extraordinary in her Air and 
Behaviour; and for that Reaſon aſked him, 
who ſhe was, and in what Condition ſhe 
ſerved him ? The General told him what 
has been before related, and, at the ſame 
Time, took care to do Juſtice to the Me- 
rit of Catharine, The Prince ſaid he was 
very ill ſerved, and had occaſion for ſuch 
a Perſon about him : General Baur replied, 
that he was too much obliged to his High- 
neſs to have it in his Power to refuſe him 
any Thing he had a Mind to. He imme- 
diately called Catharine, and told her, 
that was Prince Menzikoff, who had occa- 
ſion for a Servant like herſelf ; that he —

able to be a better Friend to her than him- 


for her to prevent her receiving ſuch a 
Piece of Honour and good Fortune. She 
anſwered only with a profound Curteſy, 
which ſhew'd, if not her Conſent, that 
t was not then in her Power to refuſe the 
Offer that was made her : In ſhort, Prince 
Menzikoff took her with him, or ſhe went 
to him, the ſame Day. He kept her in 
his Service till the Year 1703 or 1704, 
when the Czar ſaw her one Day as he was 
at Dinner with him, and ſpoke to her : 
She made a yet ſtronger Impreſſion on that 
Monarch, who would likewiſe have her to 
be his Servant. 
It is very uncertain, what became of her 
young Huſband, as well as the Character 
and Poſt he had in the Swedih Army, 
from the different Accounts that have been 
given of him. One, for Example, printed 
at Jena, a ſmall Town and Univerſity of 
Thuringen in 1724, tells us, that he was 
a Cadet, that, after he was married at 
Marienbourg in 1702, the Muſcovites at- 
tacking that Town, he gave ſuch ſignal 
Proofs of his Bravery, that he was made 
a Lieutenant Colonel, and ſome have 
thought that if every one had ſhewn as much 
Courage as he, they could never have 
taken it. If this be true, which, ſays 
Metraye, I heard nothing of in the Country, 
* he had, beſides the Preſervation of the Town, 
* a particular Intereſt which his Companions 
had not, viz. the Liberty of a beloved 
* Wife; and it is well known, what Love 
O 4 * ls 
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© is capable of undertaking : But this Ac- 
* count ſays nothing of what became of him 
after his Advancement, or whether he made 
any Attempt, to recover this dear Spouſe, 
Some will have it, that he was only a 
Corporal; others a Dragoon; and add, 
that the Marriage was never conſummated, 
he being obliged the ſame Day to riſe from 
Table to go to Riga with a Detatchment 
that was ordered to ſecure that Place : 
Others will have the Marriage to have been 
conſummated, and ſend him eight Days 
after with other Dragoons, to reconnoitre 
the Enemy; and ſay, that the next Day 
after his Departure the Town was inveſted, 
and taken the Day following. M. de la 
Motraye ſays, he could be aſſured of no- 
thing from the common Report of the 
Country, concerning the Fate of this new 
married Man, it being fo variouſly related: 
One while he was told, that he was killed 
in the firſt Attack of the Town; ano- 
ther, that he was in the Number of thoſe, 
* who not being able to hold out againſt the 
« Efforts of the Enemy, retired to Riga. 
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Thoſe, from whom he heard the laſt, ad- 


© ded; that he was inconſoleable for the Loſs 


of his beloved Catharine, whom he deſpaired 
© of ever . again; and that he ſaid to 
© ſome of his Friends, that he would never

* told him ſeveral Particulars relating to her, 
* which were confirmed to him in the Country 
* afterwards, 

* Although the taking of Marienbourg 


* was a Misfortune to the young Huſband of

from whence: ſhe was to date the greateſt

| While. he was here, every thing was got 
oy in Readineſs for his Majeſty's Entry. Moſt of 
tte Fereign Merchants had orders to provide 
themſelves with a greater Number of Horſes 
than uſual, with a Servant dreſt in the Eng- 
liſb Faſhion, to conduct the Artillery that 
had been taken from the Swedes, The Day 
he was to make his Entry, the foreign Mini- 
ſters, the Engliſþ Conſul and Dutch Reſident, 
and ſome of-the Merchants went to. pay their 
Compliments to him at Nikoolty.

The Czar's Firſt came the Regiment of Guards, con- 
publick Entry ſifting of eight hundred Men, and command- 
into Me/cow. ed by Colonel de Ridder, a German. One 

half of this Body was cloathed in Scarlet, in 
the Engliſh Faſhion, the other in the Ruſſian, 
becauſe there had not been time enough to 
finiſh their new Cloaths. The Swediſb Pri- 
ſoners, every one as well Peaſants as Soldiers, 
walked between two, viz.' three a Breaſt, 
and were divided into ſeven Bands, each of 
about eighty, or eighty four Priſoners, making 
in all five red and eighty Men, between 
three Companies of Soldiers.

Firſt, two Standards, followed by a great Flag, ad 
which had been diſplayed upon the Caſtle of the 
Notebvitrg, cartied by tour Soldiers; and then an

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Blue, Green, Yellow and Red, each carried : 
by two Soldiers: Moſt of theſe Enfigns had 17

After theſe came forty Pieces of Cannon, 
ſome drawn by four, ſome by fix Horſes of 
a-Colour ; four great Mortars, fifteen great 
braſs Field Pieces, then another Mortar, 
and then very long and heavy Braſs Cannon, 
ſome drawn by ſix and ſome by eight Horſes. 
After theſe came a great Cheſt of kitchen 
Utenſils, ten Sledges with Fire Arms, three 
Drums, another Sledge with Smith's Tools, 
and a great Pair of Bellows. Then came 
the Officers that were Priſoners, about forty 
in Number, walking each of them between 
two Soldiers; laſt ſome Sledges, with the 
ſick and wounded, followed by ſome of the 
Ruſſian Soldiers, cloſed the Proceſſion. It 
began at one in the Afternoon, and having 

through the Gate of Twerſty, which 
1s to the Northward, they advanced up to 
the firſt triumphal Arch, and the Regiment 
of Guards went through. Here his Majeſty 
halted a quarter of an Hour, to refreſh him- 
ſelf and receive the Congratulations of the 
Clergy. The triumphal Arch was ſo covered 


with Tapeſtry Figures, Pictures, and De- 


vices, that the wood Work was entirely hid. 
At the Top, in a Balcony, were eight Muſici- 
ans, richly dreſſed. The Middle of the 
Arch was crowned. with an Eagle and ſeveral 
Trophies of War. The Houſes near it were 
adorned with Carpets, Tapeſtry and Pictures; 
the Balconies were full of Streamers, Muſici- 
ans and all Sorts of mufical Inſtruments. 
The Streets were ſtrewed with Greens, in 

this 
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1902 this Place, where was 4 great Number of 
de Nobility. The Princeſs, his Majeſty's 


— 


Siſter, the Carina, Dowager of the Czar 
Jobn, and the Princeſſes her Daughters, at- 
rended by a great Number of Ruſſian and 
foreign Ladies, were a little beyond, at the 
Houle of the Sieur Jatef Waſſieliof Feuderof, 
to ſee the Proceſſion. The Czar, having ſa- 
luted the Princeſſes, advanced on to the 
ſecond Arch, adorned like the firſt, and 
having in this Order marched through the 
City, he went out at the Gate of Meejniet/e, 
and proceeded towards the Slabode of the 
Germans, where being arrived, the Dutch 
Reſident made him an _ - Wine. He 
went on to Obrogenſto, but Night coming on, 
as he was —_ 2 the Slabode, he mount- 
ed his Horſe and ſo put an End to the Pomp 
of the Show. 

A very few Months after this Triumph, 
for the taking of Notebourg, his Czatiſh 
Majeſty took the Town of Nize-/chantz in 
Ingria, and obſerving that, about a German 
Mile lower down, the River Neva, dividing 
itſelf into ſeveral Brances, formed a Number 
of little Iſlands, this, from the Conveniency 
of the Situation, firſt inſpired him with the 
Thoughts of building a City there, which 
ſhould give him a Footing in the Baltick 
Sea; he went thither himſelf to ſound the 
River, and view the Iſlands, but ſpying ſe- 
veral Swediſh Ships cruifing in the Gulf of 


Finland, he ordered a Detachment of about 


a thouſand Men, from his Army, to be 
poſted in the Ifland of -Retyſari, where 
Cronſlot now lies. The Stvedes, endeavour- 


ing 
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ing to diſlodge the Ruſſians, fired upon 1203 
them continually from one of their Ships, x 
which made the Rufians retire for a while, 
and hide themſelves behind a great Quan- 
tity of large Stones lying on the Shore; the 
Swedes upon this, believing they were gone 
to the other Shore of the Iſland and made 
off in their Veſſels, landed with a Deſign to 
maintain ſo advantageous a Poſt 3 but the | 
Ruſſians — from the Places where they | 
had hid themſelves, received them ſo warm- | 
ly, that they were glad to retire to their 
Ships, having loſt ſome of their Men, and 
put to Sea again. The Czar, after this 
Skirmiſh, kept Poſſeſſion of the Iſland, made 
a Harbour there, and a Fort with a Borough, 
now called Cronſſot. The Czar, more and 
more pleaſed with the Situation of the Neigh- 
bouring Country, purſued his Reſolution of 
building the City of Peterſburgb, and in the 
Month of May 1703, where, at that Time, 
. were only four or five Fiſhermens Huts, he 
raiſed the firſt Houſe, which was only a 
low Hall, made with Planks and Joiſts, to. 
ſecure himſelf from the Weather, and reſt in; | 
but in Memory of this great Undertaking, it | 
has been preſerved ever fince, being incloſed 
with a wooden Gallery, raiſed on a Wall three 
or four Feet ngh. The Place that his Ma- 
jeſty pitched upon is inacceſſible from the 
ll Depth of the River Neva, in that Part, 
and from the Country's being a Moraſs all 
round it, His Reſolution being thus taken, 
and the Work began, he iſſued forth Orders, 
that a great Number of Men from all Corners Pete; fburgh 
of his vaſt Empire ſhould- repair thither to built. 
put 
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= his Deſign in Execution; many thouſand 
orkmen, Ruſſians, Tartars, Coſſacts, Cal- 
mucks, and Peaſants of all Sorts, were ſooh 
brought thither, ſome from the Diſtance of 
near three hundred German Miles, and theſe 
made a Beginning of the Works of the new 
Fortreſs. He was obliged, ſays, Monſieur 
de Voltaire, to break through Foreſts, to o 

Ways, to dry up Moors, to raiſe Banks, be- 
fore he could lay the Foundation of this new 
Town. The whole was a Force put upon 
Nature : But as that ingenious Frenchman 
obſerves, the Czar aſpired higher than only to 
the Deſtruction of Towns, like ordinary 
Heroes : There were no Difficulties that he 
would not ſurmount, no Toils, but he would 
undergo to raiſe the Grandeur of his Nation. 
When this great Work was firſt undertaken, 
the Men employed in it had neither ſuffici- 
ent Proviſions for ſubſiſting them, nor even 
neceſſary Tools, as Pick-axes, Spades, Sho- 
vels, Wheel-Barrows, Planks and the like; 
no Houſes or Huts to dwell in, and yet 
the Work went on with ſuch Expedition that 
in five Months Time the Fortreſs was raiſed, 
though the Earth thereabouts was ſo ſcarce 
that the greateſt Part of the Workmen La- 


bourers carried it in the Skirts of their 


Cloaths, and in Bags made of old Rags and 
Mats, the Uſe of Wheel-Barrows being then 
unknown to them. It is computed that no 


leſs than a hundred thouſand Men periſhed . 


in this Place, where no Proviſions could be 
had even for ready Money ; the, Country had 
been made deſolate by War, and the uſual 


Supplies by the Lake of 4 were often 
pplies by Ladog | 
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retarded by con Winds. The Plan of 


the Works was drawn by the Czar's own \W WWW 


Hand, who was an excellent Draught's-Man. 
While the Fortreſs was going on the City 
by Degrees to be built. His Majeſty 

obliged not only the Nobility, but Merchants 
and Tradeſmen of all Sorts, to go and live 
there, and to trade in ſuch Commodities as 
they were ordered. This Place, where Pro- 
viſions were ſo ſcarce, and moſt Conveni- 
encies wanting, was at firſt not at all agreea- 
ble to the Nobility and Perſons of Diſtincti- 
on, who in Moſcow had not only very large 
Buildings within the City; but alſo Country 
Seats and Villages about it, where they had 
Fiſh-ponds and Gardens with Plenty of Fruits; 
that were not to be expected at Peterſburgh , 
which lies almoſt five Degrees farther North. 
However, as the Place was convenient, and 
agreeable both to the Deſigns and Humour of 
the Czar, he paid little Regard to the Com- 
pag of thoſe who conſidered their own 
and Luxury more than the Advantage 

of their Country. The Boyars brought hither 
great Retinues with them, and the Merchants 
and Shop keepers found their Account in this 
new City, where every Thing bore an exceſ- 
ſive Price. Several Swedes, Finlanders, and 


Livonians, not being able to ſubſiſt in their 
own Towns,  depopulated by the Wars, con- 


tinued here. Artificers, Mechanicks, and 
Sea-men were invited hither to encourage 
Shipping and the Affairs of the Navy; and 
the Wor men, having worked the Time out 
that was appointed by his Majeſty, they were 
hired to build for the Boyars, and ſome of

This Letter had no great Effect upon 
the confederated Nobility, though ſome of 
them repreſented, that it deſerved to be 
maturely conſidered, becauſe of the fatal 

ences the March of a ite Army 
mto Poland might. be wich; but 
prudent Conſideration being inconſiſtent with 
their Deſigus, they reſolved to go on, and 
to a new, Election, which would 
ve fallen upon Prince James Sobieſty, re- 
commended by the King of Sweden, if an 
extraordinary Incident had nat prevented it : 
But a Letter ſent from Prince Alexander So- 
bieſty informed them, that his Brothers, James 
and Conſtantine, being hunting not far from 
Breſſaeu in Sileſia, à Party of about thirty 
lorle, ſent privately by Auguſtus, had, by 
his, Orders, ſurprized and forcibly carried 
them off, to Leigſict, where they were put 
under Conſinement. * 

The next Candidates that were named, 
were Prince Alexander Sabieſty, and the Prince 
of.Comi, the frſt was favoured by the King 
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1704 Of Sweden; the Primate, and ſcarce any 
other, was for the Prince of Conti. Alexander, 
preſſed by Charles XIT. to accept the Crown 
which his Father had worn before him, ab- 
ſolutely refuſed to aſcend a Throne while his 
elder Brother lived; this noble and generous 
Moderation of the young Prince Alexander, 
and the few Friends that appeared on the 
Side of the Prince of Conti, made Way for 
a new Candidate, who had almoſt every 
Voice in the Republick for him, beſides the 
ſtrong Intereſt of the King of Sweden. This 
was Staniſlaus Leſeinſty the Palatine of Poſ- © 
nania, a young Lord, endowed with 
Virtues and Merit; who was ſoon declared 
King of Poland and Grand Duke of Li- 
thuania. on

For when he had reduced this Town, and 
the Fortreſs of Fwanogorod, he uſed all his 
Endeavours to make the Place impregna- 
ble, and to complete the Fortreſs, carry'd 
on in the Winter, at Peterſburgh, The 
Czar, who directed the Works himſelf, 
having ſounded the Waters about the Neigh- 
bouring Iflands, found that That of Rety/ari 
might be made a fate Harbour for his 
Fleet and a great Defence to his new City 
of Peterſburgh, the only Paſſage to which 
was on the South Side of this Iſland, where 
runs a ſtrong Current, that is not eaſy to 
come up, unleſs the Wind is very fair; but 
on the North the Water is too ſhallow for any 
Veſſel to paſs. His Majeſty, ſenſible of the 
Advantage of this Situation, made it a Port 
for his Fleet, and built a Town there, which 
he fortified with a ſtrong Caſtle called Cronflot. Cronffor 
This laſt ſtands on a ſand Bank in the midſt built.

was the Ruſſians lying on their Bellies before 


their Batteries charged with Cartridges, a 


Diſcharge from which had all the Succeſs 


Imaginable, deſtroying the. greateſt Part of - 


the Swedes that were landed, and oblig- 
ing the Reſt to return to their Ships: The 
Ruſſians then with their Muſkets, finiſhed 
what the Cannon had ſo well begun; ſo that 
during this Attack, which did not laſt an 
Hour, the Swedes had twelve Officers and 
four Hundred Soldiers killed, nine Officers 
and a hundred and ſeventy Men wounded, 
and were it not for the Fire of their Veſſels 
the Muſcovites, who purſued them, would not 
have ſuffered one Man to return to their Fleet. 
Thus was the Admiral a ſecond Time forced 
to retreat, fully convinced of the Strength 
of the Caſtle, and the advantageous _—

This Conqueſt, joined to that of Bautſe, 
made the Czar Maſter of all Courland, while 
the King of Sweden did not vouchſafe to ſend 
one Man to defend it, ſo much were his 
Cares employed on the Buſineſs of conti- 
nuing the Diet at Warſaw ; and ſo much was 
it the Buſineſs of his Czariſh Majzſty to trou- 
ble and, if poſſible, break up that Diet, that 
after having left General Baur with a Body 
of Troops in Courland, and the Velt-Ma- 
reſchal Czeremetoff with another in Livonia, 
he went himſelf at the Head of his Army 
into Lithuania, with a hundred Pieces of 
Cannon, having left his great Artillery at 
Poloſct. When he arrived at Grodno, he for-

They 
had ſurprized and cut in Pieces the Gover- 
nor of Aſtracan, with moſt of the chief 
Officers of the Garriſon; they marched next to 
Camiſbinſta but the Garriſon ſtanding upon 
their Guard, they were repulſed. They next 
befieged Czaritza, but meeting with no Suc- 
ceſs there, they returned to Aſtracan, where 
Peter Matfeaich Apraxin, ſent by the Czar 
with an Army againſt them, retook Aſtracan, 
and all ro the Sword, except ſome of 
the Chiefs, who were ſent to Moſcow, and 
there executed, after having been put to the 
Torture. 

The Czar had no ſooner left King Auguſtus, 
but the latter began to liſten to ſome of the 
Grandees of Lithuania, who being very un- 
eaſy to fee their Country ruined by the RA. 
ſians, endeavoured to raiſe ſeveral Suſpici- 
ons, which very much diminiſhed the good 
Underſtanding that had been between thoſe 
Princes, One of the firſt Effects of this ap- 

in the Order that King Auguſtus 
ſent to arreſt General Patkul in Saxony, 
who was ſuſpected to be working ſecretly to 
reconcile the Czar and the King of Sweden. 
Patkul was in Saxony in the Quality of Com- 
mandant of thoſe Troops which the Czar had 
ſent to the Relief of Auguſtus, and was at the 
ſame time cloathed with the Character of his 
Czariſh Majeſty's Plenipotentiary to ſeveral 
Princes of Germany; performed then the 
Functions of his Ambaſſador at Dreſden, 
and had done many real Services to King 
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us : But all this did not prevent his 1705 
— pak out of his Bed in the Night, WW 
having his Papers ſeized, and being ſent to 
Prifon z this — aſtoniſned every 
Body, and notwithſtanding all the plauſible 
Pretences that were aſſigned for it, the Com- 
plaints that the Czar made, and the Manner 
of his demanding that Miniſter's Liberty, 
were publick Proofs of his having done 
nothing to abuſe the Confidence his Maſter 
placed in him. 
The Time being come when the Armies 
to have gone into Quarters, the 
King of Sweden = himſelf in Motion to 
make a Winter Campaign.

ral Shullembourg, waiting only fot a favou- 


rable rtunity to elude the Vigilance of 


the Swediſp General Renchild. 

After ſeveral Marches and Counter-marches 
General Shullembourg paſſed the River with 
his Saxons and Rufſians, the laſt commanded 
by Lieutenant General Maſtromirſty. General 
Renchild, as ſoon as he heard of Shullem- 
bourg's having paſſed the Oder, his 
March, and theſe two famous Generals met, 
on the twelfth of February 1706, at a Place 


called Fravenſtad. Renchild had about ten The Battle 


thouſand Men, Shullembourg twice the Num-* 
ber. Both Armies engaged, and in the 
Battle, which did not laſt a Quarter of an 
Hour, the Saxons reſiſted not a Moment, 
the Muſcovites behaved but little better; 
ſuch was the Terror of this brave Swediſh 
General, that —_ Shullembourg had 
made the beſt Diſpoſition imaginable, yet 
Renchild put them into ſuch Diſorder, that 
he found ſeven thouſand  Fuſees all charged 
thrown on the Ground without being fired. 
The Myſcovites begged for Life on their 
Knees, but Renchild, as M. de Voltaire tells 
us, ordered them to be inhumanly maſſacred 
in cold Blood, above fix Hours after the 
Battle. Motraye contradicts this, and ſays, 
it was the King himſelf that ordered it, who 
was not ſix Leagues from Fravenſtad when 
he heard the News of the Battle; and was 
a little jealous that Renchild ſhould obtain 
tuch a Victory without his having any Share 

in it. 
King Auguſius was now driven to the ut- 
moſt Diftreſs, he had nothing left but Cracow,” 
in 
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in which Place he was ſhut up with a few 
Troops, and was even afraid of being de- 
livered up by them to the Conqueror; the 
Loſs of the Battle of ogy had quite 
diſcouraged his Party in Poland, and put 
the King of Sweden in a Condition to drive 
the ans out of Lithuania, where the No- 
bility, being weary of maintaining both Friends 
and Foes, began to declare apace for the 
new King; and the Velt-Mareſchal Opilvi 
ſeeing the bad Situation he was in, made a 
very prudent Retreat. 


The Czar was, at this Time, at Smolenſto, - 


at the Head of N. thouſand of his 
Troops, to which General Mazeppa had 
Joined thirty or forty thouſand Coſſacts. Hi- 
ther came the Biſhop of Cxjavia, on the Part 
of King Auguſtus, to ſound the Sentiments of 
Peter I. whoſe Retreat was not at all agree- 
able to the dethroned Monarch, who com- 
plained much that his Allie, after having 
done ſo much for him, ſhould abandon him. 
The Czar, though ever fo willing to aſſiſt 
him, was not obliged to do all alone, and 
ſuffer his Army to periſh by Hunger and 
Cold; beſides the preſent Poſture of Affairs 
made him think of the Defence of his own 
Dominions; and we muſt add to this, his 
Reſentment for the Seizure of Patkul, whoſe 
Releaſe he demanded without vouchſafing to 
give Audience to the Poliſh Prelate, Ne- 
vertheleſs Prince Menzikoff wrote a Letter 
ſome Time after to King Auguſtus, in which 
he tells him, that the Czar his Maſter had 
not withdrawn his Troops from Lithuania, 
but to re-eſtabliſh them in a better Air, and

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to return with freſh Forces to his Aſſiſtance 
in the Beginning of the next Campaign.

Country he laid under heavy Contributions,

When Charles received the Letter, 
and read it, he ordered them to wait, and 
ſaid he would give them his Anſwer. He 
retired into his Cloſet, and having ſtaid but 
a very ſhort Time, returned with a Paper 
in which he had written the following Con- 
tents, |

The Plenipotentiaries of Auguſtus could not 
bring Charles to make any Abatement of the 
Rigour of theſe Conditions; but were forc- 


ed to yield to his inflexible Obſtinacy, The 


King of Sweden, at that Time, exerciſed an 
abſolute Power in Saxony. He even vrder- 
ed the Regiſters of the Finances to be laid 
before him, that he might know the Strength 
of the Electorate, and how much he could 
demand of the Statesz from which he ex- 


acted ſix hundred and twenty five thouſand ' 


Crowns at firſt, and afterwards five hundred 
thouſand Crowns per Month. | 
— Whilſt the Treaty before mentioned was 
ſecretly negotiating in the Camp at Alt-Ran- 
ſtadt, Prince Menzikoff, Generaliſſimo of the 
Muſcovite Army brought thirty thouſand 
Men, and joined the Forces of Auguſtus, 
which in the whole made not above fix 
thouſand Men, The King was in the utmoſt 
Confuſion

Confuſion when the Muſcovites arrived, and 


be the Conſequence, if they ſhould diſcover 
his Negotiation with Sweden : But he was 


ſtill in much greater Perplexity, when he 


beheld the Preſence of ten thouſand Swedes, 
commanded by General Meyerfeldt, approach- 
ing him at Caliſh, near the Palatinate of 
Poſnania, He would have been glad to have 
declined an Engagement, leſt he ſhould 
irritate a Conqueror, but too much incenſed 
already : In this Extremity he could think of 


no better Expedient than to ſend one he could 


truſt to the Swediſh General, to let him partly 
into the Secret of the Negotiation, and to 
deſire him to withdraw; but this had a quite 
contrary Effect to what the King of Potand 
1 for Meyerfeldt, taking this to be 
only an Invention to amuſe him, redoubled 
his Ardour for the Fight. Auguſtus preſſed 
forward by the Inſtances of Prince Menzikof, 
and provoked at the Confidence of Meyerfeldt, 
was forced to conſent to a Battle, which, 
_ won, or loſt, would be alike fatal to 

m. | 

Victory was now on the Side of the 
Muſcovites; the Swedes, and their Allies being 
encompaſſed on all Sides, were obliged ro 
throw dow their Arms and beg for Quarter. 
Theyhad about three thouſand Men killed and 
wounded, and four or five thouſand taken 
Priſoners, among which were General Meyer- 
feldt, Count Tarlo, and ſeveral Officers of 
Dictinction, all the Enemy's Artillery and 
Baggage were in the Power of the Vitors ; 
but when Auguſtus was entering into Mar- 
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ſaw, in Triumph, Pfingſter, one of his Pleni- 
potentiaries, preſented him with the Treaty 
of Peace, which deprived him of his Crown. 
In the firſt Emotions of his Heart, when 
he had read the ſhameful Articles he was to 
ſubſcribe to, he pauſed with himſelf for a 
ſhort Time, to conſider if he ought not rather 
to march at the Head of his now victorious 
Troops and fall upon the King who treated 
him fo diſgracefully: But conſidering that 
Charles was at the Head of an Army never 
yet beaten, that the Muſcovites would all 
forſake him when they heard of the Treaty, 
and that his hereditary Country would be 
ravaged by both Parties, Swedes and Mu/- 
covites, he thought it moſt adviſeable, to gn 
to the hard Conditions the King of Sweden 
impoſed upon him: And then ſet out for 
Saxony, in Hopes of ſoftening, by his Pre- 
ſence, the Inflexibility of his Enemy. 
Charles XII. and Auguſtas met in Count 
Piper's Quarters at Gunter/dorf more than 
once, where the firſt treated his vanquiſhed 
Foe with all the outward Appearance of Re- 
ſpect and Civility ; but that was of little Va- 
lue, when weighed againſt the real Severity, 
with which he exacted his Compliance with 
every Article of the Treaty; and as a farther 
Puniſhment for his having dared to give his 
General Battle at Cali, he forced the un- 
grateful Taſk upon him, of writing a Con- 
gratulatory Letter to Staniſlaus on his Ad- 
vancement to the Crown of Poland; which, 
with Staniſlaus's Anſwer, were as follow:

Auguſtus from this Time was obliged 
to renounce the Title of King of Poland, 
and his Name was ordered to be eraſed 
out of the publick Prayers, to give Place 
to that of Staniſlaus, all which he could 
more eaſily digeſt than the being obliged 
to give up.Patkul to the Vengeance of the 
King of Sweden. He had, to the Amaze- 
ment of all Europe, been clapt into Pri- 
ſon, as is before related, although at that 
Time Ambaſſador from the Czar ' of Mu/- 
couy, ſoon after the Interview and Parting 
of that Monarch and King Auguſtus at 
Grodno. 

The Czar on one Hand loudly demanded 
his Miniſter; but Charles XII. threaten- 
ed terrible things if he was not delivered 
to him, according to the Treaty of Al- 


Ranſtadt. 
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The Melancholy Story of that Livonian 


Patriot was this, 


Charles XI. the King of Sweden's Father The S'ory 


and Predeceſſor, among the ſeveral Severi- 
ties he exerciſed upon his Subjects, had tak- 
en-away a great many of the Privileges and 
Eſtates of the Livonians. Patkul was deputed 
by the Nobility of - Livonia to carry the 
Complaints of that Province to the King, 
which he did in the moſt reſpectful Man- 
ner, accompanied with great Courage and 
Eloquence. Charles XI. feemed not at all 
diſpleaſed with what he had ſaid; bur laying 
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his Hand on PatkuPs Shoulder, told him, 
© he had ſpoke for his Country like a brave 
Man, and that he loved him for it: Yet 
a few Days after, cauſed him to be condemn- 
ed for a Traitor, Patkul found Means to 
make his Eſcape into Poland, and was well 
received by Auguſtus, from whoſe Service 
he paſſed into that of the Czar, and ſo con- 
tinued till the Time of his Confinement in 
the Caſtle of Koniſting, which was occa- 
fioned by his having diſcovered the Deſign 
of Count Fleming and the Chancellor of Sax- 
ony, to obtain a Peace with Sweden at any 
Rate z upon which he immediately formed a 
Scheme to ſupplant theirs, and bring about 
an Accommodation between the Czar, his new 
Maſter, and the Swedes, The others get- 
ting ſome Intelligence of this, ſoon found 
means to prevail _=_ Auguſtus, to im- 
priſon him; and that Prince, writing to 
the Czar on the Occaſion, told him that 
Patkul was a perfidious Wretch, and would 
betray them Goh Though his greateſt 
Crime was having ſerved his Maſter with 
too much Fidelity, and being always true to 
his Truſt, 

The Czar who had great Penetration, and 
knew the Merits of Patkul, infiſted upon his 
being ſent back to him; Auguſtus, at the 
ſame Time intimidated by the Threats of the 
King of Sweden, was much embarraſſed in 
his Thoughts, till he came to this Reſoluti- 
on, that he would ſecretly contrive the Pri- 
ſoner's Eſcape, by which Means he ſhould 
both ſatisty the Czar and evade the m_ 


— 
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of Charles XII. But the Ill-Fortune of Pat- 1707 
kul diſappointed this well-laid Deſign : For .. 


the Governor of the Caſtle of Koniſting, where 
he lay impriſoned, knowing he was rich, de- 
manded a large Sum of Money of him for 
his Liberty; Patkul relying on the Law of 
Nations, and being informed of Auguſtus's 
Intentions, refuſed to pay the Mercenary 
Governor for that Piece of Service which his 
Duty to his Maſter ought to have made him 
ready to have rendered him: And while 
they were thus diſputing the Matter, a Par- 
ty of Swedes, - appointed for that Purpoſe, 
came up and forced the Victim out of the 
Hands of his Jailor, He was itrait carried 
to the General Quarters at Alt. Ranſtadt, and 
there kept, for three Months, chained to a 
Stake. 

The remaining Part of the Hiſtory of this 
unfortunate, but worthy, Man, is thus pathe- 
tically related by M. de Voltaire. 

* Charles XII. forgetting that Patkul was 
* the Czar's Ambaſſidor, and conſidering 
only that he was born his Subject, or- 
dered a Council of War to paſs Sentence 
upon him, with the utmoſt Rigour; he 
was condemned to be broke alive upon 
the Wheel and quartered, A Chaplain 
came to let him know, that he was to 
die, without informing him of the Man- 
ner of his Puniſhment. Upon the Infor- 
mation, this Man, who had braved Death 
in ſo many Battles, finding himſelf alone 
with a Prieſt, and his Courage no longer 
5 ſypported by Glory or Paſſion, the only 
Sources of Intrepidity, broke into a bitter 
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Flood of Tears, which he poured into the

* ror, and threw himſelf into the Arms of 
* the Miniſter, who embraced him, and 
covered him with his Cloak, and 
over him. A Swediſh Officer then read 
* aloud-a Paper, containing the following

At the Words, moſt merciful Lord, Patkul 
cry*'d out, what Mercy! and at thoſe of 
Traitor io his Country, alaſs! ſaid he, I 
have ſerved it too well, He received ſix- 
teen Blows, and endured the longeſt and 
moſt dreadful Tortures that can be ima- 
gined. Thus died the unkappy JL

© Thoſe who looked upon him only as 
* a Subject who had rebelled againſt his 
* King, thought that he had deſerved his 
Death; but thoſe who conſidered him as 


' © a Livonian, born in a Province which had 


©* Privileges to defend, and who recollected 
* that he was driven from Livonia only for 
* having ſupported thoſe Privileges, called 


him a Martyr to the Liberty of his Coun- 


* try. But all agreed that the Title of 
* Ambaſſador to the Czar ought to have 
rendered his Perſon ſacred. Only the King

His Majeſty, very well ſatisfied with the 
Aſſurances he had received of their inviola- 
ble Attachment to his Intereſts, return'd to 
Zolkiew with the Czarewitz and Prince Men- 
Zikoff : And as a Report had been ſpread, 
that His Majeſty had a Deſign to propoſe his 
Son, in the Diet of Lublin, for King of 
Poland, to prevent any Suſpicions of that 
Kind, he ſent the Czarewitz to Moſcow, 
and to ſhew his Readineſs to execute the 
Treaty he had concluded with the Republick, 
he immediately ordered eight hundred thou- 
ſand Florins to be paid to the Poliſb Troops, 
viz, five hundred thouſand to the Army of 
the Crown, and the Reſt to that of Li- 
thuania. 

From the Place where the Czar now was, 
he wrote to ſeveral Potentates complaining 
of the Cowardife and Treachery, as he cal- 
led it, of King Auguſtus, and of the Viola- 
tion of the Laws of Nations by the King 
of Sweden : The following is a Copy of the 
Letter ſent to Queen Anne,

of, many were forced to acknowledge 


him; and ſo by our Aſſiſtance he was firmly A 


ſettled upon the Throne. Afterwards by his 
particular Entreaties, and a Meſſage by Ge- 
neral Carlowitz in the Year 1700, we con- 
cluded with him an Alliance againſt the 
Crown of Sweden, in which there were no 
Subſidies of Money promiſed him. More- 
over many Affronts and Injuries having 
been done us, at the Beginning of the 
War, by the Crown of Sweden, we were 
prevailed with by the earneſt Solicitations 
of his Miniſter, General Langa, in an im- 
proper Seaſon, it being the latter End of 
Autumn, for his Relief, and to make the 
Enemy turn their Arms againſt ue, to be- 
gin the Attack of Narva: And then his 
Forces, contrary to his Promiſe, leaving 
ours in Action, went into Quarters in Po- 
land and Courland, on which Occaſion our 
Forces ſuffered no ſmall Loſs. Notwith- 
ſtanding which, a League being renewed 
with him at Bir/a in 1701, not a ſmall Sum 
of Money was lent him; beſides which we 
aſſiſted him with twenty thouſand Foot. 
Nevertheleſs this ſignified nothing, nor 
were our Armies made uſe of according to 
the Treaty; but by the Intrigues of the 
French Ambaſſador, Du Giron, (to whom, 
contrary to our Agreement, and perſonal 
Proteſtation, confirmed by us, full Power 
was, at that time, given to treat about a 
ſeparate Peace) thoſe our Forces, without 
Neceſſity, were greatly fatigued ; the Ene- 
my permitted to pals the Dwina ; and our 
Armies diſmiſſed without being ſupplied 
Vol. I, T with 
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with Proviſions during their March, for 


which the ſaid King received Money from 


us; which cauſed great Numbers of them 
to periſh, and others to deſert,” Notwith- 
ſtanding all this, upon his repeated Aſſu- 
rances and Meſſages, we renewed a Lea 

with him in the Year 1763, and promiſed him 
three hundred thouſand Korbles for the Uſe 
of his Forces, and twelve thouſand Foot to 
be maintained at our own Charge, which 
we faithfully performed. And although 
the Subſidies and Auxiliaries were not then 
ſpecified in that Treaty, nor whether the 
ſame ſhould be given yearly, yet we ſent 
him every Year no leſs than the above- 
mentioned Sum, not reckoning other im- 
menſe Charges we were at, for preſerving, 
the Republick in his Intereſt. But inſtead 
of employing the Forces againſt the Enemy, 
he made them march to and fro in Poland, 
whereby they were very much fatigued, and 
afterwards parting from them , without 
any Occaſion, he permitted them to be 
driven into Saxony together with his Saxons; 
whereby, without any Neceſſity, halt of 
them were unaccountably loſt, and the 
Reſt were forced to die with Hunger. 
And although free Winter Quarters were 
promiſed them, in the Treaty, yet, on the 
contrary, it was forbidd:n to ſupply them 
with Bread in their Quarters ; upon which 
our Miniſter Extraordinary, Van Patkul, then 
reſiding at his Court, and Chief General of 
thoſe Forces, in Order to preſerve them 
from utter and certain Ruin, agreed with 
the Emperor's Miniſters, to put them into

* own pay : Yet, notwithſtanding all this, 
* his Generals at their going out of Saxony

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to be beaten without any Reſiſtance, and 
our poor Forces were fo deſerted, that 
only one thouſand ſix hundred of them 
remained, and theſe, with much ado, ſaved 
themſelves and returned into Saxony.

Inſtances, and Sulicitations, promiſed both 
before and after his infamous Peace, by 
his Meſſages, and Proteſtations made to 
us by his General Gol/z, either to deliver

* ty made with us, his impriſoning our 
* Miniſter and violating the Laws of Na- 
tions; nor his many ſecret Meſſages to 
* the Enemy (contrary. to our Intereſt, and 
* tending to a ſeparate Peace) as well by the 
Sieur Optima, as by the Counteſs of Ro- 
* ningſmar, and afterwards in Writing by 
© their Secretaries Inoff and Pfingſten, from 
the Beginning of the War, and after their 


Entrance into Saxonv, of which Tranſacti- 


on, we had Notice given us by ſeveral 
of our faithful Friends ; and notwithſtand- 
ing we had thoſe Treaties in our Hands, 
yet we did not leave to aſſiſt him both 
with our Forces and Money ; and in the 
* laſt Campaign, though the Seaſon of the 
* Year was ſo far advanced, it being the 
latter End of Autumn, yet being deſirous 
to draw the Enemy back, and harraſs his 
* Army, we ſent our Cavalry under the 
Command of our General Prince Menzikoff, 
to join him, and his Saxon and Poli/9 
Forces; who marching towards Kali/h, 
met with the Steediſß General Mardevelt, 
and the Poles, of the contrary Party, under 
the Command of the Vaivode of Kicws ; 
* and, by the Aſſiſtance of the Moſt High, 
* entirely defeated them, and took their 
chief General, and many other inferior Of- 
* ficers and Soldiers Priſoners of War, where- 
* byall Poland was brought under his Obe- 
* dience, After this, being fully ſupply'd 
* with all Neceſſaries, we deſigned, by the 

Help 
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Help of the Moſt High, to act ſtill in his 
Defence, which was begun with the Action 
at Wybourg in Finland , and did expect 
many good Conſequences from that Defeat, 


and rely'd on a ſtrict Obſervance of the 


Treaty, purſuant to the Aſſurances we had 


received from him in two Letters, written 
. fince the Battle, the firſt dated the thirty 


firſt of October, and the ſecond the twentieth 
of November; but ſaw, at firſt, that he be- 
gan to take away from our ſaid General, 
Prince Menzikoff, the General Officers, 
and other Priſoners, we had taken; giving 
his Royal Word, and many Aſſurances, 
that he would either exchange them for 
our Generals, and other Officers detained 
in Sweden; (for the Performances whereof, 
General Mardeveldt, with the Reſt of 
the Officers, gave alſo their Parole, and 


confirmed the ſame to our General) or if 


it were not poſſible to effect this Exchange, 
that he would reſtore the ſaid Priſoners into 
our Hands : But, contrary to all his Pro- 
miſes, he let them go without any Ex- 
change. After this, we underſtood, to 
our great Aſtoniſhment , that he had al- 
ready concluded a diſhonourable Peace 
with the King of Sweden and Leczinſty, 
yielding up all his Rights to the Crown of 
Poland, and ſurrendering all to the Pleaſure 
of his Enemies, without giving us any previ- 
ous Notice that we might have provided for 
our own Security, in Return of the innumera- 
ble Favours done him by us. But what 
ſhews his Ingratitude in the higheſt Degree 
is, That that Peace was confirmed by 
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him many Days before the Burt'e ; alter 
which, by his Letters, he gave us earnci: 
Aſſurances of his firm Adherence to the 
Treaty, Th: I:.conftancy of his Promi- 
ſes, Non-pe formaice of the League, and 
Forgettul:cfs of our many Favours and Aſ- 
ſiſtance, we leave it to the righteous Judg- 
ment and Vengeance of Almighty God, 
upon whoſe powerful Aſſiſtance in our Juſt 
Cauſe, we firmly rely: Protcſting againſt 
the ſaid King Auguſtus and his Subjects, 
and leave allo to all the World, to judge 
impartially of our faithſul Performance of 
the League to the very laſt. Moreover, 


we are extreamly fſurpr:zed at three Arti- 


cles in the aforeſaid League, viz. the 
eleventh, twelfth and twenticth, in which 
he, the ſaid late King Auguſtus, promiſes 
to deliver up our publick Miniſter and 
Plenipotentiary, reſiding at his Court, in- 
to the Hands of our Enemies, in an un- 
heard of Manner, and to his utter Ruin, 
upon Pretence of his being a Swwediſb De 
ſerter. Secondly, in the twelfth Article he 
maliciouſly obliges himſelf to deliver up 


to the Enemy, as Priſoners of War, the 


Remains of twelve Regiments, viz, one 
thouland ſix hundred auxiliary Troops, 
who, for his Preſervation, have often ex- 
poled their Lives, and were then ſent by 
him as Auxiliaries into the Empire, which 
is not only contrary to divine and human 
Laws, but even to the Cuſtoms and Laws 
of Barbarians, Thirdly, in the twentieth 
Article he ſtipulates for himſelf, in Caſe 
of Peace between us and the Enemy, full 
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Satisfaction: And afterwards he the ſaid 
.* Auguſtus, in that Treaty obliges himſelt NN 
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to procure your Royal Majeſty's Guaranty. 
Therefore we, in a brotherly and friendly 
Manner, deſire your Royal Majeſty, That, 
through your innate and wonted Goodnels, 
you would be pleaſed not to conſent there- 
unto, nor coun'enance his diſhonourable 
Actions. It would have been neceſſary we 
ſhould, before this Time, have cxhibited 
this our Proteſtation, both to your Royal 
Majeſty, and other Potentates, in Writing, 
which we already would have performed 
by our Miniſters, had we not been deluded, 
as we have made it appear, by the freſh 
Aſſurances he ſent us by Major General 
Goltz, who, among many other falſe A ſſu- 
rances of Friendſhip, engaged for the Per- 
formace of the League; and ſolemnly al- 
ſured us, that our Miniſter ſhould never 
be delivered up; and that, in Caſe it 
ſhould come to the laſt Extremity, King 
Auguſtus would either ſet him privately at 
Liberty, or detain him in Konigſtiu, till 
the Departure of the Sewedes, and atter- 


wards deliver him ſafe into our Hands: 


But we have fince, with Wonder and bitter 
Grief, underſtood, That that Prince, forget- 
ting his Honour, has delivered up our in- 
nocent publick Miniſter, contrary to the 
Laws of Nations, and even Cuſtoms of 
Bagbarians, and, without the Fear of God, 
into the Hands of his Enemy : For which 
Reafon we have the rather thought fit to 
acquaint your Majzity with all the Premiſes, 
and in a friendly and brotherly Manner, to 
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*  defire that you would be pleaſed, by your 
good Offices, to procure the Liberty of 
N * our ſaid Miniſter, Van Patkul ; or at leaſt, 

* that he may be uſed by the King of Swe- 

den as our Miniſter, and not as his Sub- 

* jet, which we are confident his Swediſh 

* Majeſty will grant at your Royal Majeſty's 

Deſire, whereby he will gain with all the 
World, the Name of a magnanimous Mo- 
narch, inſtead of giving an Example of fo 
wicked and barbarous an Action. But if, 
on che contray, Van Patkul be hardly 
dealt with, and not uſed as our Miniſter, 
we ſnal] be forced to ſeek Opportunities 
to return the like Uſage, truſting that in 
out juſt Cauſe, we ſhall receive all Al- 
ſiſtance from the Moſt High. We hope 
* likewiſe by your Majeſty's good Offices to 
* obtain from the King of: Sweden the Li- 
* berty of our General Officers and others 
our Subjects detained at $/ockbo/m, and now 
* under Arreſt, viz. the fame Number and 
* of the ſame Rank as were thoſe that were 
permitted to go upon their Parole from 
our General Prince Menz#off, namely his 
* General, Mardeveldt, and other Officers 
* and Soldiers by Order of King Auguſtus, 
and on the Parole of the Reſt of Swediþ

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Officers, The ſaid Auguſtus having thus 
evidently, before all the World violated 
his Vows, and the Laws of Nations, by 
his unheard-of diſhonourable Proceedings, 
contrary to the Dictates of Conſcience, as

. +-obliged to do our ſelves Juſtice, and ſeek 
: for entire Satisfaction gf him, as *

By the foregoing Letter, and what has been 
related, it may be ſeen how much Reaſon 
the Czar had to complain of Augy/tus and 
the infamous Treaty of Alt-Ranſtaidt, which 
was very far from mending the Condition 
of that Prince's Aﬀairs, as he himſelf com- , 
plains in a Letter wrote ſometime after to 


the States of Holland, wherein he ſays, that x 
the Peace . which be had made, was ſo far from C 
Putting bis Affairs in a better State, that he C 
was reduced to the mot deplorable Situation in 
the World. 4 
The Aſſem- In May, the Aſſembly met at Lublin, and ( 
bly at Lublin. again by Adjournment in June; when, after . 
many Debates, the Throne of Poland was 
declared vacant, and a Diet called, upon y 
that, for a third Election. The Czar wrote 4 
a Letter to the Council to exhort them to 
Unanimity and Diſpatch, He urged very 5 
much the Neceſſity of chooſing a new King, 
as the only Method to reconcile the divided * 


Members of the Republick, and let all the 
World ſee, that they looked upon Stani/laus R 
as Palatine of Poſuania, and not as their 
King. He aſſured them again, that he would 


| * never 
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never hearken to any Peace, but in -Con- 
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junction with them; and that he had refolved CLYWWW 


to give Battle to the Swedes, having diſpo- 
ſed every thing for it. He likewiſe told them 
that they ought not to neglect that Oppor- 
tunity, and afſured them, that he would be 
ſo far from following the Meaſures of the 
Swedes, that he would preſcribe nothing to 
them, and would not concern himſelf directly 
or indirectly in their State Affairs, and had 
forbid his Troops to come within twenty 
Leagues of Lublin; and that he himſelf 
would not approach nearer, that his Enemies 
might not give out, that his Power had 
influenced their Election. 

His Czariſh Majeſty wrote, at the ſame 
Time, another Letter to the Primate and 
chief Miniſters of the Crown, wherein he adds 
to the Reaſons alledged in his Letter to the 
Council, that he cannot take any ſolid Mea- 
ſures with the Republick, unleſs they chooſe 
a new King; and that if they will not do it, 
he muſt needs ſuſpect, that they do not act 


ſincerely with him. 


After much canvaſſing, the Interregnum 
was publiſhed, by the Senators, in July fol- 
lowing, and the Primate took upon him 
the Regency of the Republick : But in the 


mean Time King Staniſlaus had got him- Stani/lau 
ſelf acknowledged by moſt of the Princescomes into 
and States of Europe; and leaving Charles! olang.

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| 1707 The King of Sweden having now largely 
| LYN enriched his military Cheſt, with the Spoils 
of Saxony, and augmented his Army to the 
Number of fifty thouſand, beſides the Body 
of Troops under General Lewenhaupt's Com- 
mand, and another under that of Major-Ge- 
neral Craſſau, ſought all ways to bring the 
Czar to an Engagement; but Peter, ſeeing 
how largely he increaſed his Forces, 
h he had before determined to give 
him Battle, thought it would be dangerous 
to run that hazard in a Country without 
a Head, and divided by many Factions in 
itſelf, He had Moreover juſt then been in- 
formed of Propoſitions made to the King of 
1 ö Sweden and Staniſlaus, by the Miniſter of 
| the Porte, 'who was ſent by the Sultan to 
felicitate thoſe Princes, and with an Offer 
to join with them in an offenſive Alliance 
againſt Ruſſia, that they might force his Cza- 
riſh Majeſty to interfere no longer in the Af- 
fairs of Poland, The Divan ſaw with Re- 
gret Azoph in the Hands of the Czar, and 
wanted only a Pretext to break with him, 
that they might endeavour to recover that 
important Place. Beſides this the King of 
Sweden | openly declared, that he intended to 
make Ruſſia the Theatre of the War, and 
did, not doubt; but he ſhould find many Re- 
volters among a People made uneaſy by ſee- 
ing Alterations made every Day in the Cuſ- 
toms: and Manners of their Forefathers; 
and who were continually burthened with 
freſh Taxes to ſupport the Expence of a 
War from which they could foreſee no Ad- 


vantages. 
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The Czar, upon this Intelligence, thought 
it would be moſt adviſeable for him to 
withdraw inſenſibly with his Army to Li- 
thuania, on the Frontiers of Rufſia, where 
he appointed the Rendezvous of the ſeveral 
Parts of his Army: And by this Retreat 
Staniſlaus was left in peaceable Poſſeſſion of 
almoſt all Poland. From thence his Czariſh 
Majeſty went to Moſcow, where his Preſence

On the Side of this Hoſpital is a Manu- 
factory of Cloth, which was at firſt put 
under the Direction of a Draper, who was 
ſent for, by his Majeſty from Holland ; and 
on the other Side the River Moſcua was a 
Glaſs-Houſe, for making large Lookmg- 
Glaſſes, Thus did his Majeſty provide for 
the Honour and Welfare of his Subjects at 
Home, even while he was deeply engaged 
in Wars and Negotiations Abroad. 

His Czariſh Majeſty had but juſt cele- 
brated the firſt Day of the new Year, when 
ſeveral Couriers one after another came to 
him from Prince Menzikoff, with Advice that 
the King of Sweden, taking Advantage of 
the Ice which made all the Rivers paſſable 
to him, was in Motion to re-enter Lithua- 
nia. The Ruſſian Army till then was en- 
camped in fuch a Manner, that the Body 
of Troops under the Command of General 
Letwenbaupt, on the Side of Livonia, were

on Dominions as poſſible, made haſte to 
Grodno to diſpute the Paſſage of the Niemen 
with the Swedes, ſince they could not be 
hindred from paſſing the Viſtula, from whence 
Charles XII. with his Army marched with 
much Speed towards Lithuania in Spite of all 
the Obſtacles he met in his Way ; for he not 
only found the Country ruined by the Ru/j- 
ans, who had taken care to burn all they 
could not carry away with them; but he 
was even obliged to defend himſelf againſt 
the Peaſants of the Country, who ſheltering 
themſelves in the Woods on all Sides, fired 
inceſſantly on all who came near them : 
And ſuch was the Danger that Prince was 
expoſed to, that two of his Guards, in paſ- 
ſing by one of theſe Woods, had their Horſes 
ſhot under them, within four Paces of the 
King himſelf, The Czar was in Grodno 
when the King of Sweden, with about ſix 
hundred Men, approach'd the Town. The 
Muſcovites, taking this handful of Men to be 
the Vanguard of the Sqyediſb Army, matched 
out at 4 North-Gate, while Charles XII. 
entered at the South ; but the Czar learning 
the ſame Day by a Poliſb Deſerter, to what 
a ſmall Number of Men he had quitted the 
Town, and that the Body of the Swediſh 
Troops were yet at five Leagues Diſtance, 
he loſt no Time, but ſent a Detachment of 
two thouſand Men, to ſurprize the King 


that Evening in the Town : Theſe two thou- 


ſand Men, by the Favour of the Night, 
advanced 
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advanced as far as the firſt Swediſb Guard 1708 

before they were ſeen z the Guard, confiſting CLWNI 

only of thirty Men, ſuſtained the Effort of

His Czariſh Majeſty ſent General Baur to 
lay the Poliþ Livonia waſte, from whence 
he went into Swediſh Livonia, where he ra- 
vaged and pillaged every Place, after which 
he formed a large Magazine at Szebitz, and 
poſted his Men along the Duna, of which he 
remained Maſter, notwithſtanding the Neigh- 
bourhood of Leuwenbaupt. General Goltz had 
Orders to go with fifteen thouſand Men to 
Huolbinia to join twelve thouſand Yoloſques and 
Coſſacks, that they might take the Swedes in 
the Flank in their Motions; he had likewiſe 
Orders to the Inhabitants of that Province 
to deſtroy the Country for thirty Miles round, 
as ſoon as the Swedes began to take that 
Rout, and to retreat beyond the Boryſthenes, 
where his Czariſh Majeſty would give them 
other Lands to cultivate and inhabit. 

Theſe Meaſures were attended with gaod 
Succeſs, for the Swedes were obliged to can- 
ton their Army and encamp till the Month 
of May, for Want of Forage and other Ne- 
ceſſaries, beſides which, altho* no Battle was 


fought, their Numbers were very much di- 


miniſhed, by their fatiguing Marches in a 
bad Seaſon, and in a Country entirely ruined; 
the greateſt Part of their Horſe was loſt : 
And, in a Word, in the whole Army of the 
Enemy there was nothing in good Order 
but the military Cheſt, which was ſo kept 
at the great Expence of the Lithuanians; ſo 
that the Czar by his good Conduct ob- 
liged his Enemy a ſecond Time to change 
his Deſign. His Czariſh Majeſty paſs'd the 

a | Boryſthenes 
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Boryſtbenes with his Army, which was con- 


ſiderably relieved and augmented in a camp 


where every thing abounded. A Body of 
Troops encamped between Mitepſt and Kopis 
maintained the Communication with the De- 
tachments ſpread from one Side the Country 
to the other. His Majeſty had been for ſome 
Time at Poloczk, from whence he reſolved 
to go to Peterſburgh to haſten the Arma- 
ment of his Fleet, which was deſigned to be 
very conſiderable ; but falling ill at the very 
Inſtant he was ſetting out, he was forced to 
be tranſported to Smolenſto, leaving the Di- 
rections of all the Operations to the Generals 
Czeremetoff, Menzikoff, Galliczin, Allard, 
Repnin, and Pflug, who were at Mobilow. 
One may judge of the Condition to which 
his Czariſh Majeſty had raiſed his Marine, 
ſince he had been in Poſſeſſion of Narva and 
Peterſburgb, by what happened on the Sea at 
this Time. The Swediſh Fleet commanded 


by Admiral Vacbtmeeſter conſiſted of thirty Tue State

ſix Men of War, carrying from ſixty eight 3 _ 


to thirty two Guns apiece, beſides ſix Bomb- 
Veſſels and five Fire-Ships, nevertheleſs they 
dared not venture upon an Action with that 
of the Czar, which remained ſo much Mi- 
ſtreſs of the Baltick Sea, the Bothmick Gulph, 
and that of Finland, that ſhe made a Deſ- 


cent in Finland; the Town of Borgo in 


Nyland was taken, where all the old Men 
were put to the Sword, the young ones were 
carry*d away, and the Town burnt to the 
Ground. Biornoe and ſome other Iſlands 
had the ſame Fate, and a great Number of

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Barks laden with Proviſions for Stoctholm, 


ere taken and carry'd to Peterſburgh. 


As ſoon -as the Czar began to recover, he 
was obliged to go to Moſcow to appeaſe a 
new Sedition among the Don Coſſacłs, raiſed 
by one of their Chiefs, named Condraſchka 
Bolawin, who at the Head of five thouſand 
Men had form'd a Deſign of ſurprizing Azoph, 
and to ſecure Succeſs had demanded a Supply 
from the Porte and the Cham of Tartary, but 
they, thinking the Enterprize ridiculous, 
would have no Hand in it. The Czar fent 
twenty thouſand Men under the Command 
of Prince Dolgoruti, to force the Rebels to 
Submiſſion, but he was ſoon informed that 
ſome among the Rebels themſelves going a- 
bout to take him, he had ſhot himſelf with 
a Piſtol, and that they had carry'd his Body 
to the Governor of Azoph, who had ordered 
his Head to be taken off, and his Quarters to 
be ſet up _=_ the four Gates of the City. 
This News ſaved the Czar a great Expence, 
and enabled him to employ his twenty thou- 
fand Men, under the Command of Prince 
Dolgoruki elſewhere. 

The Nation in General was diſcontented 
with the long War, every Body murmured, 
and in all Places there appeared a Willingneſs 
to revolt, So that his Czariſh Majeſty was 
obliged to maintain thoſe Troops in diffe- 
rent Parts of the Country, which might other- 
wiſe have largely augmented his Army, Af- 
ter having put every Thing in Order, his 
Majeſty returned to Smolenſto, where he ar- 
riv'd juſt as an important Action had paſſed 
between 
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between a Body of his Troops, and the beſt 
Part of the King of Sweden's Army. 

Charles XII. hearing that-the Hettman 
Mazeppa was on the March with five and 
twenty thouſand Men to join the Ruſſian 
Army ; that the Great General 22 was 
alſo in Motion, and that another y of 
between fifteen and twenty thouſand Ruſſians 
were moving from another Part, he marched 
with Expedition, reſolved to attack theſe dif- 
ferent Bodies before they could join, or at 
leaſt to get ſo between them, as to prevent 
their having any Communication, On the 
twenty fifth of Zune 1708 he found himſelf 
before the River Berezine, over againſt Bo- 
ri/low, where the Ruſſians under the Command 
of General Goltz, to the Number of between 
twelve and fifteen thouſand, were encamped 
to diſpute that Paſſage with him; which how- 
ever 0 ſucceeded in, by one of thoſe Feints 
which were ſo uſual with him. He ſent Co- 
lonel Guillentroon, with two thouſand Men, 
to be poſted on the Banks of the Berezine di- 
rectly againſt Boriſlow, as if he intended to 
attempt paſſing the River in Sight of the 
Enemy; but led his Army, at the ſame 
Time, about three Leagues up the River, 
and throwing a Bridge over it, made his 
Way through a Body of three thouland Men 


- who defended that Poſt, and marched directly 


towards the Enemy without ſtopping. The 
Muſcovites did not wait for his coming up, 
but decamped and retreated towards the 
Boryſtbenes, laying all the Country waſte 
wherever they came.

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The King of Sweden, ſurmounting all Dif- 


WYNL ficulties, arrived in the Neighbourhood of 


Holowzin, a Town ſituated on the River 
Wabitz, which the Muſcovites abandoned, 
and having broke the Bridge after them, 
joined a Body of their Troops 8 on 
the other Side that River. They had a Wood 
in their Rear, and their Intrenchments were 
defended by ſeveral Pieces of Cannon. There 
was a large Ditch behind them, and the 
River was difficult to paſs, the Banks being 
not firm Ground on Account of their run- 
ning through a Moraſs. The King of Swe- 
den in Perſon viewed the Ground above and 
below Holowzin, and cauſed his Artillery 
to march, with great Privacy, in the Night, 
a Quarter of a League. on the Right, where 
he had obſerved a Poſt, from whence they 
might fire into the Ruſſian Intrenchments 
on their left, and that there was a pretty 
large opening between their Right and Left; 
their Generals thinking that Place unpaſ- 
ſable, becauſe of a Moraſs that extended 
to a very thick Wood, the Muſcovites had 
aſſembled in that Camp their main Army, 
and their Troops were ſo diſpoſed, that 
General Rhenne had under him on the Right 
ſix Regiments of Dragoons, with four of 
Foot, and General Pflug, with five Regi- 
ments of Horſe, and nine of Foot, was poſted 
behind him. The Velt-Mareſcbal Lieutenant 

Goltz was poſted on the Left, which Wing the 
Rr1/ſiaus attack*d with ten Regiments of Dra- 
goons and four thouſand Calmucts; General 
Kepnin with nine Regiments of Foot was 
in the ſame Wing, and the Prince of Heſ-

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Regiments of Dragoons ; ſeveral other Re- WW 


giments were likewiſe daily expected in their 
Camp, from whence Prince Menzikoff went 
away the Day before the Battle to haſten 
their March. The King of Sweden came 
at three in the Morning to the Banks of the 
River with his Regiment of Guards, and 
four other, and ſoon after Part of the Cavalry, 
viz. The Life Guards, the King's Regiment 
of Dragoons, and thoſe of Smoland and Oſtro- 
gothland came up; and then began to can- 
nonade the Ryfſian Camp with ſo much Suc- 
ceſs, that notwithſtanding the great Fire they 
made on their Part, ſuch of their Battalions 
as were moſt expoſed, were obliged to quit 
their Poſt ; whereupon the King, not having

bad Weather, encouraged his Troops to 
tollow him, and flung himſelf into the River, 
which he paſſed, the Water being up to his 
Arm-Pits. He was followed with all ima- 
ginable Courage and Zeal by the Soldiers, 
who carried their Arms over their Heads to 
keep them from being wet; but the Ground 
on the other Side being Marſhy, it was 


impoſſible for them to keep their Ranks. 
In the mean Time the Muſcovites turned all 


their Cannon againſt them, but in Spite of 
their Fire and the Difficulty of the Ground, 
the Swedes got over the Moraſs, and poſted 
themſelves in the Interval between the two 
Wings of the Mu/couite Army, whereby they 
could not aſſiſt each other. This obliged 
General Golz to withdraw his Infantry from

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1708 their Camp, and poſt it at the Entrance into 
ue Wood, but the King of Sweden followed 


him without any Loſs of Time with his Re- 


= of Guards, ordering the Reſt of the 
roops to join him as they ſhould paſs the 
Moraſs, and attacked the Enemy between four 
and five in the Morning, only with his Guards. 
The Fire was ſo terrible, that ſome Officers 
who had been in ſeveral Battles declared that 
they had never ſcen the like, | 
The King of Sweden was on Horſe-back in 
the Beginning of this Action, but Captain 
Gyllenſtiern, a young Swede, whom he had a 
t Eſteem for, being wounded and not able 

to march, the King gave him his own Horſe, 
and fought during the Reſt of the Action on 
Foot at the Head of his Guards, expoſing 
his Perſon to the greateſt Danger. The En- 
gagement laſted four Hours with great 
Slau ghter, and great Bravery ſhewn on both 
Sid es: But the Muſcovites were at laſt oblig- 
ed to retire, and leave the King of Sweden 
M aſter of the Field of Battle, and of ſeveral 
Pi eces of Cannon that were too heavy to be 
ca rried readily through the Moraſs. This 
is ſaid to be the moſt glorious Battle the King 
of S weden had ever fought, and that wherein 
he ſhewed the greateſt Skill and was expoſed 
to the greateſt Dangers, He forced the Mu/- 
cov tes to repaſs the Boryſthenes, which divides 
Pol” nd from their own Country, and ſtaid 
him! elf ſometime about Mobilow, the laſt 
Tow in Poland, as well to refreſh his Army 
after a long and fatiguing March, followed by 
lo ſharP an Engagement, as to conſult what 
Meaſures were to be taken in an Enemy's

The Czar, as hath been taken Notice of be- 
fore, arrived in his Army two Days after this 
Action, and quitted it no more, as will be ſeen 
by what follows, till he had entirely defeated 
the King of Sweden, who, now finding his 
Army much weakened, ſent Orders to Ge- 
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neral Leuwenhaupt in Courland to come and 7, | 
join him with all the Troops he could get leaves Caur- 
together, and all the Ammunition he could #4 


find. This General accordingly aſſembling 
all his Troops and drawing the Garriſons 
out of all the Towns, made up, at his De- 

rture out of Courland, a Body of twenty 
thouſand Men, conſiſting of three Regiments 
of Horſe, ſix of Dragoons and eleven of In- 
fantry; which were followed by ſeven thou- 
ſand Waggons laden with Ammunition and 
Proviſions for the Swedi Army for three 
Months. The General made great Expedi- 
tion, and arrived as ſoon as poſſible, but 
was much haraſſed in his March by General 
Baur, who was in Livonia with five or ſix 
thouſand Men, and took ſome of his Wag-

treat, He began now to make War in a 
different Manner from what he had done be- 
fore, he judged it not adviſeable in his own 
Country to come to a general Engagement 
with him, in which if he had been unſuc- 
ceſsful he muſt have given his Enemy an En- 
trance into the very Boſom of his Dominions : 
He reſolved therefore to make War like the 
Coſſacks, that is, by dividing his Troops into 
many Bodies, attacking him every where, and 
every where retreating and waſting the Coun- 
try where the Enemy deſigned to purſue him, 
that he might deprive him of all Means of 
ſubſiſting. It was thus the Ruſſians continu- 
ally haraſſed the Swediſh Army between the 
Boryſthenes, the Sofſa and the Czarnanapata ; 
oftentimes coming to Blows with him, and 
oftentimes with Advantage. At the Paſſage 
of this laſt River, there was a Rencontre, 
ſharp and bloody, between the Troops com- 
manded by Prince Galliczin, and ſix of the 
fineſt and beſt Regiments of the Swediſh Army, 
under the Command of Major General 
Roozen, 


The King of Sweden had detached him 


with theſe Troops, to be poſted on the 
Banks of that River, at a Place covered 
with a large Moraſs, where the King deſigned 
to attempt the Paſſage. The Czar being in- 
formed of this in Time, order'd Prince 
Galliczin to march with eight Battalions and 
three Squadrons of Prince Menzikoff*s Horſe- 
Guards, but th: Ways were ſo bad, that the 

: Latter 
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Latter were forced to follow the Infantry on 


Foot, and although the Moraſs was covered 


with Faſcines, yet the Soldiers were oftentimes 
ſo plunged that it was not with Eaſe that 
they could draw themſelves out again. Prince 
Galliczin ſurmounting this Difficulty, arrived 
at the Banks of the River, behind which 
the Enemy had poſted themſelves to Advan- 
tage, He paſſed the River, being favoured 
by a thick Fog, that prevented their being 


diſcovered by the Enemy till they were juſt 


upon them. They kept firm, and the Skir- 
miſh was ſharp on both Sides, till the F 

being diſſipated - ſhew*d the Swedes the Loſs 
they had ſuſtained, and that they were envi- 
roned on all Sides, which obliged them to 


retreat fighting; the Ruſſians following, took 


from them ſix Colours and two Standards. 


The Czar was fo well ſatisfy'd with what 


Prince Galliczin had done, that he gave him 
at that Time the Order of St. Andrew. The 
Ruſſians had about ſix hundred Men killed 
and a thouſand wounded, but the Enemy 
loſt a far greater Number. This Action was 
the more advantageous to the Czar, as the 
Enemy had ſome of their beſt Regiments de- 
feated, and as, in the Situation they were, 
the leaſt Loſs could not but be very conſide- 
rable to them. When the other Swediſh 
Troops ſaw theſe Regiments, which were 
looked upon as the beſt in their Army, re- 
turn in ſuch Diſorder, they began to think, 
they were not invincible, as they had before 
imagined; and that they themſelves had 


learnt the Ri,, the Art of War to their 
own Coſt.

him impaled alive: Mazeppa reſented this 
ſo ſtrongly, that he engaged himſelf with the 
King of Sweden, and was to have brought 
over thirty thouſand Men to him. Biſtniſti, 
the Hettman's Favourite, was at this Time 
with the King of Sweden, and had aſſured him 
that the People of the Ukrain were ſo much 
diſcontented with the Czar, that they would 
readily afford any Aſſiſtance to oppoſe him,

The King, on Ac- 
count of his Wound, was obliged-to be car- 
ried in a Litter at the Head of his Foot, 
The Swediſb Horſe fell upon their Enemy's 
ons with their wanted Fury; and the 
Muſcovites fell back in ſome Diſorder, The 
Czar himſelf, running to rally them, had his 
Hat ſhort through, and Prince Menzitoff had 
no lefs than three Horſes killed under him. 
this Charles made no doubt but the 
Battle would be gained, eſpecially if General 
Creuts, whom he had detatched with five 
thouſand Men and impatiently expected, had 
fallen upon the Enemy's Flank; but Creuts 
went out of the Way and marched off. The 
Czar, who had thought himſelf loſt, had now

When the Muſcovite Foot were come out 
of their Lines, and a Diſpoſition was made 
for a general Engagement, the Czar was in 
the Center of his Army, he had yet no higher 
Title than Major General, and ſerved under 
General Czeremetoff;, but on this Occaſion 
he went on a fine Turtiſb Horſe from Rank 
to Rank among his Men, as their Sovereign, 
to encourage, and promiſe-them Rewards, 

Charles XII. on his Side, by the Aſſiſtance 
of General Renchild, put his Army in the 
beſt Diſpoſition he could : He endeavoured to 
fit his Horſe, but finding himſelf unable, got 
into his Litter again, The Battle was renewed 
about nine of the Clock, and almoſt at the 
Beginning of it, the King of Sweder's Litter 
was ſhatter'd to Pieces with a Cannon Ball, 
and he himſelf overturned : When the Swedes 
ſaw their Kipg fall, they immediately gave 
Way, and all were put to the Sword.

The Czar being informed by Prince Men- 
zikoff of the good Succeſs he had at Pere- 
ewoloczna, where he had all his Enemies in 
his Power without ſtricking a Blow, went 
himſelf to that Place, where he arrived at 


the very Inſtant that the beforementioned Ca- 


pitulation was executed. The Fate of ſo 
many unhappy Men touched him very ſenſi- 
bly, and be more than once expreſſed his 
Diſapprobation of the Conduct of a Prince, 
who could ſacrifice in ſuch a Manner, 
to his Ambition, ſo many faithful Subjects, 
of whom he ought to have been the Father

The greateſt Part of the Swediſb Priſoners | 


were diſperſed in the Czar's Dominions, 
and great Numbers ſent to Siberia, which 
Country, a wild and barren Place before, 
received great Improvements from their in- 
habiting there, and ſetting up divers Trades 
and Manufactures for their Support, as is 
mentioned in the former Part of this Work.

Upon which his Ma- 
jeſty ordered all their Swords to be returned 
to them, and to Renchild he gave one from 
his own Side, on the Account I am going to 
relate: His Majeſty had deſired to know 
what Number of Men he thought the King of 
Sweden could have brought into the Field, 
and upon Renchild's telling him, about nine- 
teen thouſand Swedes, and ten or eleven thou- 
ſand Cofſacks ; how was it poſlible, ſaid he, 
that a Prince ſo prudent as the King of Sweden, 
could venture himſelf with ſuch a Handful of 
Men in a ſtrange Country, and eſpecially 
ſuch a one as this? To which, KRenchild an- 
ſwered, that he and the other Generals were 
not always conſulted about the Operations 
of the War, but thought themſelves obliged 
as faithful Subjects to obey their King with-- 
out any Contradiction: This Expreſſion of 
Duty pleaſed the Czar ſo much, that taking 
his Sword from his own Side, he preſented it 
to Renchild, deſiring him to preſerve it as a

His: Czariſh Majeſty likewiſe ſhew'd a 
great Regard for Count Piper, and that none 
of the Priſoners of Diſtinction might want any 
Thing, he divided them among his Generals; 
Renchild fell to the Lot of Czeremetoff ; Count 
Piper was truſted to the Care of Count Go- 
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loffkin ; the Prince of Wirtemberg to Prince

is Majeſty having taken this Care of 
his Enemies, thought next how he ſhould

News was received at Moſcow. The Cza- 
rowitz, who was then in that City, or- 
dered Feaſts and publick Rejoicings, in 
which all the foreign Miniſters and all the 
People had Part; and in Hopes that his 
Czariſh Majeſty, who was then looked u 
on as the Defender and Preſerver of t 
— of the North, would ſoon viſit his 
Capital, thirty triumphal Arches were pre- 
pared and erected in the Streets, through 
which it was ſuppoſed he would paſs; but 
Affairs of great Moment called him elſe.

His Czariſh Majeſty took Care, as ſoon 
as poſſible, to acquaint the Emperor of Ger- 
many, the King of Pruſſia, King Auguſtus , 
and the States of Holland, with this great 
Succeſs of his Arms; and he diſpatched 
likewiſe a Captain of his Guards to the Duke 
of Marlborough.
